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IN THE WIND 


Doug Lampkin (Bet) and Marc Colom- 
er (Mon) continued their titanic battle 
for the 1996-97 World Indoor Trials 
Championship at round three of the 
series in Koblenz, Germany, January 
11. Lampkin ultimately prevailed over 
Colomer after an intense and very close 
battle that ended with the pair separat- 
ed by a single point, Lampkin with 
eight, Colomer nine.

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler 
was again the fastest of the superbike 
men when the top AMA Superbike and 
600cc Supersport teams participated in 
a three-day test at Laguna Seca Race- 
way in Monterey, California, January 8- 
10. Chandler ripped off a few laps in 
the 1:26 range and several low 1:27s 
(John Kocinski set the superbike lap 
record during qualifying for last year's 
World Superbike round at Laguna Seca 
with a 1:26.715). Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Pascal Picotte and Smokin' Joe's 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel lapped in 
the high 1:27s with Picotte and team- 
mate Aaron Yates lapping in the mid 
1:31s on their new Suzuki GSXR600s in 
Supersport trim. Despite being off the 
pace during the Daytona tire tests in 
December, Yamaha's Tom Kipp was 
right behind Picotte and Yates, turning 
in a 1:31.8 on his Yamaha YZF600.

Harrington and Tommy Hayden, and 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram and 
Yates.

Biaggi to Hond 








t's official - three-time 250cc 

World Champion Max Biaggi 

will ride a Honda NSR250 in the 
1997 250cc World Championship 
with backing from Phillip Morris. 

“I am pleased to announce that 
early this morning I received a fax 
from Japan with some really good 
news,” said Biaggi at a press confer- 
ence in Madonna de Campiglio, 
Italy, last week. “They (Honda) 
have confirmed that, thanks to an 
extra special effort on their part, I 
shall be able to have the spare bike, 





as allowed by 1997 bike rules, right from the first race of the season. This is proof that 
HRC is intending to do everything it possibly can to assist me in my efforts to keep the 
number one on my bike that I have brought to them and that they haven’t had on their 


250 bikes since 1992.” 


Biaggi's team will be run by Егу Kanemoto, though Biaggi says things will be differ- 
ent than the last time they were paired together in 1993. 

“Т shall again be with Erv Kanemoto's team, but in 1993 things were not the same 
because, in those days, apart from being much less experienced on understanding how 
to set up the bike, I couldn’t speak a word of English, making it very difficult for me to 
communicate with my team engineers. This year I shall have three Italian technicians | 
with me in the team, led by Mario Galeotti (the engineer who has worked with Loris | 
Capirossi in the past). Another important factor is that this time I shall be using Dunlop 
tires, unlike my 1993 season when I was using less-competitive tires on my 250 
machine as (Doriano) Romboni and (Tetsuya) Harada found out later.” 

Biaggi will begin preseason testing at Phillip Island in Australia, January 21-23, 
prior to the arrival of the rest of Honda’s 250cc riders - Oliver Jacques, Ralf Waldmann, 
Tohru Ukawa, Haruchika Aoki and Emilio Alzamora. 

“It’s a difficult and risky challenge," Biaggi said. “I shall have the number one on 
my bike and other riders will try and take it away from me using the same bike I won it 
with, or with Honda NSR250 bikes identical to mine. I shall be going flat out to try and 
win the championship again and this challenge is giving me the necessary motivation 
and I feel that, as in all the difficult moments of my career, I will be giving it everything 
I've got. Backing me up, though, I’ve got the world's biggest motorbike company, and 
the world's best sponsor - it promises to be a winning formula."

Peterhansel still leads the 1997 Dakar- 


D akar legend and four-time winner Stephane 
Agades-Dakar Rally after putting in his 


most impressive performance ever. 


“I feel good," Peterhansel said. “With the rally 
starting in Africa this year it is much hotter than 
previous years, it's taking it out of everyone, but 
apart from a few little accidents and getting lost, I 


feel in control." 


In second place, more than an hour behind 
Peterhansel, is Spanish rider Jordi Arcarons 
(KTM) with Spanish charger Oscar Gallardo 
(Cagiva) holding down third, some two hours and 


11 minutes behind the leader. 


The performance by American Jimmy Lewis 
(KTM), who holds down fourth place, is steadily 





improving. “In this type of event, you first must 
crawl before you can walk," Lewis said. "The pace the leaders are setting is incredi- 
ble, but don't forget, these guys are doing these things all the time. I’m learning a 


lot, though." 


If Lewis is taking it easy, then the opposite must be said of the leader. Peter- 
hansel has a bigger lead at the halfway point than Edi Orioli had at the end of his 
victory last year, and the opposition is worried. Former World MX Champion 
Danny LaPorte (KTM), who was one of the outspoken riders after Peterhansel's 
quick start, has retired from the race after injuring his shoulder. 

“Man, I was riding full throttle day in and day out to keep with him (Peter- 
hansel),” LaPorte said. "It's the fastest Dakar I have ever done." 

LaPorte is not the only other rider suffering from the Peterhansel performance. 
Thierry Magnaldi (KTM) broke his motor as he chased the leader. 

“It’s madness, but he must know what he is doing," Magnaldi said. "My bike 
was running as quick as I could ride it and still Stephane was making me eat his 


dirt." 


Heinz Kinigadner (KTM) is also out, his injuries from a huge crash he had in 
Australia in August proving to be too painful for him to continue. 

"Hopefully my eyes and back will get better," said the 1984 and '85 World 
Motocross champ just hours before his retirement. "I spent a lot of time standing 


up and it's making me very tired." 


It is only Arcarons who will not commit the sin of applauding Peterhansel, but 
the Spaniard has finished second to the Frenchman in four Dakars and no doubt is 


keeping his thoughts to himself.

Graham’s the best 


When it comes:to some writers’ view- 
points or the media in general voicing 
their opinion of who was, or is, the best 
dirt tracker of all time, it opens the door 
to other opinions. Thus, here's mine. 

Over the last five years there has 
been so much said about this, mostly 
from those who have never been in the 
draft. Let's start by saying is it Roberts, 
Springer, Parker, Markel, Resweber, 
Gary Scott, Shobert, Graham? The list 
could go on. Well, try listening to some- 
one who has raced them all with the 
exception of Resweber and Markel, who 
could very well have been the best. 

I've raced against Jay Springsteen in 
his prime, and you can't argue that 
Springer had talent. Anytime he threw 
his leg over his machine, the man could 
win. I’ve raced Kenny Roberts in his 
prime, and he’s probably the best all- 
around racer there’s ever been or ever 
will be. He could do it all, and he 
proved it. Scotty Parker’s seven titles 
will never be matched, nor will his win 
record. He has amassed a win record 
never thought of, but to label him the 
best of all time isn’t fair to all those who 
never had the chance to showcase their 
talent because of a lack of the right 
equipment or the opportunities. 

For example, look at Parker's record 
before teaming up with Bill Werner. I 
raced a Bill Werner-prepared Harley 
once while he tuned for my brother 
Gary. I won. I'm not a big Bill Werner 
fan, but with the Harley factory at his 
disposal he should know his job, and 
Parker will tell you that. Another exam- 
ple: Look at Springfield (fall 96) when 
Springer borrowed one of Parker's 
bikes. He opened everyone's eyes, 
including Parker and Werner's. 

Dirt trackers should be judged by 
their peers, not by the sideliners. At the 


-top of my game I raced Parker, Roberts,

When a person with his problems comes 
back from time off and competes on 
non-factory equipment, then soundly 
defeats everyone en route to a record of 
12 National wins in a season, you sit 
back and take notice. That was the third 
title for Ricky with three different 
tuners. 

I'm taking nothing away from Park- 
er. His record speaks loudly. And the 
best all-around rider of all time was 
Kenny Roberts. His record also speaks 
loudly. There are many others who had 
the talent, but for one reason or another 
never had the opportunity or the breaks. 
Dirt track racing has produced a count- 
less numbers of racers who could beat 
the best on any Sunday. Each rider was 
unique to his own time, but the equip- 
ment played a huge role. History would 
be different if the factories had stayed 
out, I know that for sure. This is just my 
opinion, but I can say I’ve been there.

When he 
heard that four-time AMA 
Supercross Champion Jeremy McGrath 
would be pitted alongside him and the 
rest of the Suzuki squad for the 1997 
season, the three-time World Champion 
said he thought it would be good to 
have a supercross champion on the 
team. "He's the best supercross rider in | 
the world," Albertyn said. "You can 
learn a lot from him." 

Obviously, Albertyn has been taking | 
a lot of notes, as he scored a surprising | 
win at the AMA Supercross Series open- | 
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think anybody deserves it more than 
him and his mechanic. When I told Greg 
about Jeremy coming on board, he took 
it really good and was really positive 
about it. He said, ‘McGrath is the best 
supercross rider and I can learn from 
him and it's going to be good for те.” 

“I’ve worked harder than I have ever 
before," Albertyn said. “The Suzuki is 
going better than it's ever gone before, 
and, you know, everything has got to 
come together sooner or later. 

"This is incredible, man," he contin- 
ued. "It's like winning a World Champi- 
onship. To come over and be a World 
Champion and then not do anything in 
the results is, like, really de-motivating, 
but to finally make it and to prove to 
everybody that I am a supercross rider 
and that I can win, it is elation. This is-a 
start (toward a championship) and I’m 
so happy." 

And Albertyn's win at the Coliseum 
wasn't handed to him on a silver platter. 
He worked for it. The Suzuki rider had 
to first pass AMA 250cc National MX 
Champion Jeff Emig - a rider who many 
predicted would win the series opener - 
then hold his ground for the majority of 
the race over an ever-present and red- 
hot Doug Henry of Team Yamaha. 

"I've been working really hard and 
think I have a good shot at it (the title) 
this year," Henry said. “I’ve been wait- 
ing for this race and I'm here and I’m 
ready - that's pretty much it." 

As far as trying to catch Albertyn, 
Henry explained: “Ah, I didn't want to 
overdo it. This is the first race and all. I 
wanted to just get a good finish in the 
first one and try to better that through- 
out the year. I just want to stay consis- 
tent, be on the podium and win some. I 
think that's what it's going to take this 
year, because you're going to see a lot of 
different winners and riders up there 
and I just want to be up there more than 
anybody else." 

Third-place finisher Larry Ward was 
also full of surprises. For one - he 
showed up. During the off-season, 
Ward broke his leg and ankle and 
wasn't even expected to compete. But 
compete he did, and he crossed the fin- 
ish line third on his Honda of Troy 
CR250, despite having a three-inch 
screw removed from his ankle just five 
days before the race. 

After the race, Ward reached into his 
pocket, pulled out the three-inch-long 
screw and said: "This is what was in my 
ankle - Monday. 1 had it taken out (on 
Monday) and that's the point when they 
told me I could go ahead and start walk- 
ing, riding and stuff. Before that I was 
non-weight-bearing (on the leg) for 
eight weeks, so to get through this, real- 
ly, I'm very happy. I rode Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Thursday I flew out here, 
and Friday I rode practice, that (Friday) 
was the first time I rode my actual race 
bike." 

Ward rode among the top five for the 
entire race before taking over third for 
good on the seventh lap. 

Rounding out the top five on the 
night were Team Suzuki's Mike LaRoc- 
co and Team Yamaha's Ezra Lusk. A 
seemingly uninspired Emig ended up 
sixth after crashing. 

And what happened to Jeremy 
McGrath, the most talked about rider 
heading into the LA Supercross? Quite 
simply, McGrath had the worst night of 
racing since joining the 250cc ranks in 
1993 - he ended up 15th. 

Making his debut appearance on his 
factory-backed, Team 1-800-Collect/ 
Suzuki of Troy /Fox/No Fear Suzuki, 
the four-time supercross champion was 
undoubtedly under a lot of pressure.

Perhaps a bit too much to handle. To get 
beaten in LA - after winning 14 of 15 
rounds last year - would make his new 
team and equipment look bad, at least 
that was what a lot of people were say- 
ing beforehand. And a loss would cer- 
tainly raise a lot of questions and doubts 
as to McGrath's decision to willingly 
leave Team Honda, a team he's had so 
much success with over the past four 
years, during the off-season. Receiving 
his actual race bike on the day of the 
race didn't help matters, nor did getting 
passed by his former Honda teammate 
Steve Lamson on the last lap, for the 
win, in his heat race earlier in the night. 
People were beginning to talk. 

When the gate dropped for the 250cc 
main event, McGrath got the jump on 
the pack and led into the first turn. But 
when he got on the brakes and began to 
square off the first turn, he was plowed 
into from behind by none other than 
Lamson, whose bike got sucked up 
between McGrath's rear wheel and 
fender. By the time they managed to 
pull their bikes apart, the pack had left 
the two riders behind. McGrath got 
going again quickly, but toppled over 
again a few feet later. He still managed 
to pass Lamson a few turns after that, 
but the knockout punch was yet to 
come. 

Still on the opening lap, McGrath and 
Lamson would tangle again when Lam- 
son unsuccessfully tried a block pass on 
McGrath in a tight, left-hand turn. This 
time, McGrath was a little stunned by 
the impact. He still got back on his bike, 
as did Lamson, but at the end of the 
next straight, McGrath's Suzuki stalled. 
After his three first-lap get-offs, 





McGrath was mentally and physically 
shot. He just circulated the track at a 
leisurely pace with his goggles hanging 
around his neck for the rest of the race, 
perhaps already thinking about next 
week's second LA Coliseum race. 

Despite his disastrous Suzuki debut, 
MeGrath was still graceful in defeat. 

“When you fall, get taken out, or 
whatever, three times in one lap, it's like, 
God, what do you think?" McGrath said. 
“But I love my bike, I got an excellent 
start - I guess it was just my time to have 
a bad-luck race. Now, I'm under no pres- 
sure, I’m ready to win, win, win.” 

For the first time in four years, 
McGrath is not leading the supercross 
series point standings, which puts him 
in a position that he’s never really been 
in before - playing catch-up. 

"I'm just going to approach it (the 
rest of the season) like this weekend, I 
was ready," McGrath said. "(But) there's 
not going to be people hounding me, 
hounding me, hounding me." 

That leads to another question: Did 
all this pre-race hype of him switching 
brands and forming his own team actu- 
ally affect him on the track? 

^] can say that I don't think it did, 
but it might’ve,” McGrath answered. 
“You never know, obviously I didn't 
ride that good in the race; I don't think it 
was really me, it was just a matter of 
bad luck. Now I'm the underdog and I 
like being in that position." 

“At least no one can blame the bike," 
one observer said, regarding McGrath's 
loss. “Just look at who won." 

Albertyn's win did salvage what 
could have been a disastrous evening 
for DeCoster and Team Suzuki. Not

only did McGrath have a terrible night, 
but the team lost one of its riders for 
what will most likely be the entire 1997 
season. Two-time Eastern Regional 
125cc Supercross Champion Mickael 
Pichon, who was making his Suzuki 
debut in the 250cc ranks, suffered a hor- 
rendous crash on the first lap of his heat 
race when his bike swapped out over a 
section of jumps at high speed, resulting 
in a brutal body slam onto the face of 
another jump. His bike then slammed 
on top of him, leaving Pichon with a 
broken leg. 

“His femur is definitely broken, 
DeCoster said. “You can imagine that he 
doesn't feel too good right now." 

As far as other notable happenings 
on the night, many were keeping tabs 
on the number-100 bike of Honda of 
Troy's Mike Kiedrowski, who was mak- 
ing his debut after his one-year retire- 
ment. The multi-time AMA National 
Champion failed to transfer to the main 
event but did show some promise dur- 
ing the course of the night. The "MX 
Kied" finished one spot out of a transfer 
position in the first heat race, then tan- 
gled with Team Moto XXX's Brian 
Swink in the semi which forced him to 
ride the Last Chance Qualifier. There, 
Kiedrowski was involved in a first-turn 
pileup that sent him riding back to the 
pits and out of the evening's program. 

Swink didn't make the 250cc feature 
either, but he certainly had his chance. 
Now back on a Kawasaki, the brand he 
basically started his career with, Swink 
was leading the LCQ and heading to 
certain victory when he came into the 
turn at the top of the Peristyle a little too 
hot and blew through the hay bales. He 
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went off the track and his night was 
done. 

And then there was former factory 
Yamaha rider Damon Bradshaw, now a 
“privateer” riding under the Manchester 
Honda Racing (MHR) banner. A much 
more relaxed and easy-going Bradshaw, 
who like everyone else had not raced at 
the Coliseum since that fateful afternoon 
when he lost the SX title to Jeff Stanton 
in 1992, came out and nearly won the 
first heat race, but a first-lap crash rele- 
gated him to ninth in the main. 

While the 250cc program featured 
surprises aplenty, the outcome of the 
Western Regional 125cc feature was 
entirely predictable. And it will be a 
long season for the West Coast competi- 
tors who have to compete against Team 
Yamaha’s Kevin Windham. The 
Louisianan simply dominated the 
evening’s proceedings in the 125cc class, 
winning both his heat race and the 15- 
lap feature with seemingly relative ease. 
But Team Primal Impulse/Honda’s 
Robbie Reynard did give Windham a 
run early on. 

In fact, Reynard passed Windham on 
the first lap and would lead him around 
the track for two laps before Windham 
got him back. From then on, it was all 
Windham, while Reynard dropped back 
to a distant second with major arm 
pump. “He came in with forearms like 
iron,” said Team Honda’s manager 
Wess McCoy. 

After getting stuck in the gate, Team 
Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Casey 
Johnson turned in a spectacular ride. 
Starting dead last, Johnson had control 
of fourth by the third lap and would fin- 
ish third, despite a late-race challenge 
by teammate Craig Decker, who is obvi- 
ously fully healed from the serious back 
injury he sustained in 1995. 

There was one particular incident 
during the 125cc feature that had many 
talking afterward. It was an on-track 
brawl between Rusty Holland and 
Michael Brandes that lasted for several 
seconds. Who knows how long it would 
have lasted had it not been for an AMA 
official who had to jump in and break 
up the fight. It began when the two rid- 
ers, who were dicing over third early in 
the race, tangled and went down. With 
their bikes piled on top of each other, it 
appeared as though Holland grabbed 
Brandes and threw him back into the 
middle of the track as the rest of the 
pack was still racing past. Brandes was 
struck by at least one bike and it was 
after that the fighting began. Neither of

the pair was allowed to continue and 
both were directed back to the pits by 
AMA officials. Both riders were report- 
edly disqualified for the night and put 
on one-year probation. No fines were 
levied. 

As mentioned earlier, this was the 
first time since 1992 that the LA Colise- 
um had hosted an AMA Supercross 
race, and it was also the first time that 
the track utilized nearly all of the stadi- 
um's infield, resulting in the longest and 
perhaps best Coliseum track ever. The 
Dirt Werx-built track also featured the 
famous Peristyle uphill/downhill sec- 
tion. 


250cc 


The first 250cc heat race of the '97 
season got under way with Emig jump- 
ing into the early lead, followed by 
Henry, Honda of Troy's Mike Craig and 
Bradshaw. Emig set the pace for the first 
couple of laps, but was caught off guard 
when Henry and his factory Yamaha 
pulled alongside in the only long whoop 
section of the track and dived under- 
neath the leader in the following turn. 
Moments later, Bradshaw swooped by 
Craig for third. 

On the next lap, Henry cased it over 
a jump, giving the lead back to Emig. 
But it wouldn't last for long. 

Henry obviously felt good in the 
whoop section and zapped Emig again 


in the exact same spot as the previous . 


lap. This time, however, Henry wasn't 
about to give up the lead again and he 
simply pulled away. 








Emig seemed to lose his momentum 
as Bradshaw began hounding the 
Kawasaki rider. Moments later, Brad- 
shaw passed Emig, who immediately 
came back and stuffed him in the next 
turn. That move seemed to only fire up 
Bradshaw even more, and he came back 
a few turns later to repass Emig for 
good. 

Henry's lead at this point seemed 
insurmountable, but Bradshaw, show- 
ing signs of the Bradshaw of old, began 
closing up the gap. Time would run out 
though, and Henry ended up winning 
the first 250cc heat of the year. 

Bradshaw surprised everyone with 
his strong second-place finish while 
Emig surprised everyone by falling back 
to third after leading. Craig finished 
right on Emig's tail, gladly accepting the 


last non-stop ticket to the main event. 
Fifth went to Yamaha's John Dowd 
while sixth fell to Kiedrowski in his first 
race back in over a year. LaRocco was 
next across the line, followed by Yama- 
ha's Lusk, Swink and Albertyn, who 
had crashed early in the heat. 

McGrath's first official race on his 
Suzuki was what everyone was waiting 
for in the second 250cc heat race. 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes led the pack 
into the first turn while McGrath got 
pinched off in the middle of the pack. 
The defending champion came out of 
the right-hand, first turn in good shape, 
however, after making a couple quick 
passes, and was soon up to second. 
Lamson settled into third, followed by 
Australian Lee Hogan. 

Before the lap was through, McGrath 
had already passed Hughes, who was 
suffering with a stomach ailment and 
was in a familiar position on his unfa- 
miliar mount. McGrath looked his usual 
self as he gradually pulled away from 
Hughes, who had his hands full with 
Lamson. Hughes and Lamson squab- 
bled for second for a few moments 
before Lamson took control. By this 
point, McGrath had worked out a fairly 
comfortable lead, but Lamson wanted 
nothing more than to catch his former 
teammate and make a statement. 

And he did just that. 

Lamson closed the gap on McGrath 
and started pushing the four-time 
champ. The two diced down to the last 
lap, where McGrath tried a quick pivot 
turn but bobbled. Lamson railed the 


































outside and shot into the lead. With 
only a half-lap left, McGrath just didn't 
have the time to retaliate. In fact, he was 
lucky to hold on to second as Craig was 
right there ready to pounce. 

“Lamson rode good," McGrath said. 
^| was pretty nervous, but I’m always 
nervous in the first heat race of the 
year." 

“1 felt real good, didn't make any 
mistakes," Lamson said. "I followed 
Jeremy for a while; he made a little mis- 
take on the last lap and I snuck by him 
there." 

Lamson, McGrath, Craig and Chap- 
arral Yamaha's Jimmy Button, who bat- 
tled past a sick Hughes late in the race, 
all transferred directly to the feature. 
Finishing one spot out of the money was 
Suzuki-mounted Kyle Lewis while 
Hughes dropped all the way back to 
sixth. Hogan finished seventh, followed 
by Team Next Moto's Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Ray Crumb, Chaparral's Phil 
Lawrence and Suzuki rider Mike Cham- 
berlain. 

In the first 250cc semi, where the top 
five riders transfer to the main, Lusk, 
Albertyn, Dowd and LaRocco took up 
the first four positions, while Kiedrows- 
ki and Swink began mixing it up for the 
last transfer. 

Lusk led for a couple of laps before 
Albertyn made his move, but Lusk 
answered back immediately. But so did 
Albertyn. The Suzuki rider blew by the 
Yamaha for good down the whoops, but 
Lusk kept him honest the rest of the 
way. 

Dowd, who will compete in the 250cc 
class when he's not riding a 125 in the 
East Coast events, rode a steady race, 
keeping LaRocco at bay the whole way. 

Kiedrowski and Swink, meanwhile, 
went down in a heap when, after getting 
passed by Swink, Kiedrowski tried to 
get him back by stuffing him in a turn. 
A little overzealous, perhaps, Kiedrows- 
ki slammed into Swink and both riders 
hit the deck. Benefiting the most from 
the duo's get-together was Yamaha 
rider Mike Brown, who suddenly found 
himself all alone in fifth - and in the 
main event. 

The second semi saw Hughes score à 
rather uneventful wire-to-wire victory 
while Ward maintained the pace in sec- 
ond the whole way. Lewis did the same 
in third while Lawrence passed Hogan 
late in the race for fourth. Hogan, a new- 
comer to the series, made the main 
event in his first try with a solid fifth. 

Suzuki rider Mike Chamberlain, 
Georgia's Matt Shue, Swink and Wash- 
ington's Ryan Huffman all battled back 
and forth for the final two transfer posi- 
tions of the night in the LCQ. Shue was 
leading the way in the early going only 
to come up short over a double and 
nearly take out Swink in the process. 
Swink found himself out in front ahead 
of Chamberlain and Huffman, but his 
off-track excursion cost him a trip to the 
main. Huffman ended up getting 
around Chamberlain for the win. 

A multi-rider crash in the first turn 
left Kiedrowski high and dry, so he 
packed it in early and headed to the 
pits. 2 

McGrath got the jump in the 20-lap 
feature, but any plans he had of scoring 
a start-to-finish win were erased when 
he was tagged from behind by Lamson. 

“I had an awesome start,” McGrath 
said. “Lamson got caught on my rear 
wheel, and I couldn’t go. But that was 
no real problem; I got up behind every- 
one, took off, then I kind of tipped over, 
Got up behind everyone again, then I 
passed Lamson. I kind of blocked him, it 
was a good pass, there was nothing 














dirty, and then the next thing I know, 
three corners later, he (Lamson) 
launched the thing right into me. I 
mean, I went to the inside to protect my 
line, I knew he was right behind me. 
And... what can I say, I just got railed. 

“It just kind of flustered me,” 
McGrath continued. “I couldn’t get my 
act together after that. Lammy’s riding 
real good, but I think that was a pretty 
cheap move and was uncalled for. But, 
hey, it started out well, the first 150 feet 
were good (laughter).” 

Lamson said: “I hit somebody’s rear 
wheel (in the first turn) and high-sided. 
I think it might’ve been Jeremy, I’m not 
too sure because everyone was going in 
so fast. I gathered myself up and then I 
hit Jeremy again. It was kind of a bad 
deal. He passed me right before that, 
kind of a block pass, and I’m, like, 
‘Okay,’ I just wanted to ride right 
behind him and got to the double-dou- 
ble section, and he kind of went to the 
outside to the approach of the double- 
double section, so I went down low, I 
doubled it. I didn’t intentionally run 
into him, I tried to stop. I was kind of 
like off the back of the bike, on the front 
brake and kind of slid and just nailed 
him. I'm sure there's a little bit of hard 
feelings about it, I know that. (But) it's 
not like I did it on purpose.” 

Emig emerged from all of this with 
the lead, followed by Albertyn, Henry, 
Ward, Huffman, Dowd and LaRocco. 
Recovering near the back of the back 
after falling down was Bradshaw. 

At this point, many were now expect- 
ing an Emig runaway, but those expec- 
tations were wrong. Way wrong. The 
Kawasaki rider rode strongly for about 
four laps, then seemed to suddenly lose 
his rhythm. 

“I was having troubles focusing on 
the track, and I was riding pretty stiff, 
and making a lot of mistakes,” said a 
very disappointed Emig, who was both- 
ered by watering eyes that caused his 
focusing problems. “I was having trou- 
ble focusing on the obstacles. I was 
tight, maybe a little nervous or some- 
thing, but there was nothing for me to 
be nervous about, my concentration was 
not...” 

Emig would soon succumb to Alber- 
tyn, then Henry dived under him in a 
turn, clipping his front wheel and caus- 
ing Emig to crash. 

“I clipped his rear wheel,” Emig said. 
“That happens a million times, but usu- 
ally I’m on the other end of the stick. 
That right there shows that I wasn’t 
thinking about racing, I wasn’t focused 
on what I was doing, because normally 
that would never happen to me. I’m 
smarter than that, and I’m smarter than 
to let those guys get by me in the places 
they did.” 

Emig would eventually fall back to 
sixth at the finish. 

“My head wasn’t on straight 
tonight,” he said. “Maybe it was because 
all of the distractions (during the off- 
season).” 

Once out front, Albertyn opened up a 
modest lead over Henry, followed by 
Ward, Lusk and Button. Huffman fell 
early in the race, but began working his 
way up through the pack. He looked to 
be the fastest rider on the track at times 
and had actually taken control of fourth 
late in the race before crashing once 
again. 

“I rode like crap the whole first half 
of the race,” Huffman said. “It was fine 
once I got to fourth, I guess. I started 
riding a little better and started pushing 
it, flowing better, then I just cross-rutted 
in the whoops and it threw me on the 
head.” 











For someone who wasn’t even expected 
to show up, Honda of Troy’s Larry Ward 
surprised many with a third-place finish. 
Five days earlier, he had a three-inch 
screw, used to re-attach a torn tendon, 
taken out of his ankle. 


Huffman ended up 11th. 

As the race wore on, Albertyn man- 
aged to maintain his approximate four- 
second advantage over Henry while 
Ward sailed along all alone in third. 
LaRocco moved up to fourth and spent 
much of the latter half defending his 
spot from Lusk. 

Albertyn went on to win his first 
major U.S. supercross event, followed 
by Henry, Ward, LaRocco and Lusk. 
Emig crossed the finish way back in 
sixth, not too far ahead of Dowd. Button 
had Dowd within his sights as he took 
the checkered flag while Bradshaw and 
Lewis rounded out the top 10. 

Eleventh went to Huffman while 
Lamson ended up working his way into 
12th. Hughes, who got off to a back-of- 
the-pack start, finished 13th just ahead 
of Craig, McGrath, Brown, Hogan, 
Lawrence, Ryan Huffman and Cham- 
berlain.

Pro Circuit /SplitFire/ Kawasaki's 
Casey Johnson got things under way in 
the 125cc class with a hard-fought win 
over Primal Impulse’s Robbie Reynard 
in the first heat race. Johnson jumped 
out in front right from the start and was 
never headed, though Reynard was 
always right there, ready to pounce. 

Honda-mounted Casey Lytle sur- 
prised Reynard on the second lap when 
he passed him in the whoops, but Rey- 
nard came right back and dropped Lytle 
back to third. After that, Lytle began 
dropping off the pace ever so slightly, 
while Craig Decker came up and began 
challenging the Honda rider for third. 
Decker, Johnson's teammate, made his 
move just in time to grab third at the 
checkers. Frenchman David Vuillemin of 
the Chaparral/Yamaha team finished a 
close fourth ahead of Tecate/Kawasaki 
of Mexico's Pedro Gonzalez. 

The second heat race was a snoozer, 
as Windham easily put everyone in their 
place. The defending champ jumped out 
to an early lead, steadily pulled away 
and recorded the win. Chaparral's Bran- 
des ran second the whole race, while 
Cory Keeney finished third ahead of 
Team Noleen/K2/Pro-Flex-backed Jeff 
Willoh, Tecate/KoM's Erick Vallejo and 
Thousand Oaks Kawasaki's Rusty Hol- 
land. 

Brian Deegan of Team Moto XXX 
crashed early in the race and would sit 
out the rest of the night. 

One of Team Suzuki's newest mem- 
bers, Nathan Ramsey, who had his 
problems in the heat race, came back 
and won the LCQ. 

Windham blew into the lead at the 
start of the 125cc main event while John- 
son was left behind, stuck in the gate, 
and dead last, the spot from which he 
would begin his remarkable climb 
through the pack. Johnson passed riders 
in bunches and had control of fourth 
place by the fourth lap.

Impulse equals 
contro versy 








here is considerable controversy surrounding 

125cc Western Regional rider Shaun Parolis 

(right), who was expected to campaign the 1997 
season aboard an F&S Suzuki in JT Racing apparel with 
backing from Team RPM. But the 18-year-old Californ- 
ian contested the Los Angeles Supercross January 11 
aboard a Team Primal Impulse/ Honda in Answer 
gear. The switch to what is known as Honda's factory 
^B" team, was completely unauthorized, according to _ 
F&S Suzuki Team Manager Jeff Stolzenburg, who said 
that Perolio was still under contract with F&S. Stolzen- 
burg said that he had spoken with Perolio about the sit- 
uation prior to the series opener and made it clear that 
F&S would release him only if F&S was compensated 
for the expenses incurred during the three and a half 
months that Perolio was already on the team, a cost 
Stolzenburg approximates at $18,000. 

“1 explained to Shaun and his dad that | didn't want 
to get rich off the deal,” Stolzenburg said. “I just want- 
ed to make my expenses back. I also spoke with Kurt Clovis (from Primal Impulse) and Wess 
McCoy (Honda's team manager), and both thought that was fair. Wess said that he would not 
put Perolio on a Honda without written permission from F&S because he didn't want another 
McGrath thing, and Clovis said that he didn't want another Nathan Ramsey deal. But I guess 
since the Suzuki factory stole one of his riders, he figures he can just steal someone else's." 

Neither Perolio nor Clovis could be reached for comment although Perolio's father, Greg, 
said that he called Stolzenburg when the Primal opportunity came along and was verbally 
assured that Perolio could be released with no дагы to join the team. 

“Jeff (Stolzenburg) was really pleasant about it when I called him the first time," Greg Pero- 
lio said. “But then he must have had some time to think about it, because when | called him 
five or six days ago, he was really different. This situation has left our family with mixed emo- 
tions and it overshadows the j Pya of finally able to get on a real team. It has been Shaun’s 
dream to have something like this (Primal deal) and to get the opportunity to work with 
ple like Wess McCoy and cif White. I hope that we can just all sit down like adults and Wok : 
this out. I just wish everybody would want what is best for Shaun Perolio." 

Apparently also at issue is Perolio's use of Answer apparel when F&S contends that he was 
supposed to wear JT Racing clothing as JT supports the Ohio-based dealership's racing team. _ 
Perolio was seen competing in JT Racing gear during the al AMA Amateur Champi- 
onship Week at Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, California, December 29, and 
although Answer Racing Race Coordinator David Kaiser expressed some surprise that Perolio 
had worn JT garb at Glen Helen, Kaiser did say that Perolio's Answer deal had expired on 
December 15, and that he re-signed with the company the week before the LA Supercross. 

“There is a clause in our contract which gives us first right of refusal on any of our contract- 
ed riders for 60 days following the termination of their contract with Answer," Kaiser said. 
"Shaun Perolio never submitted any written offer from another company to Answer, and we 
re-signed him last week. But this whole thing just goes to show you why we don't do anything 
verbally. Riders aren't all that smart when it comes to si contracts - and I’m not 
on Shaun Perolio, because I can cite at least 10 more examples out there. It seems like when it 
works in their favor then it's great, but when it doesn't there's a problem. Business is business, 
and whether it's $2, $200 or $20,000, contracts are meant to be followed." __

PERRIS, CA, JAN. 4 
eam Honda's Steve Lamson 
proved that good guys don't 
(| always finish last as the two-time 
2 125cc National MX Champion 
scored the victory at the seventh run- 
ning of the GFI $10,000 Supercross Invi- 
tational at Perris Raceway. 

Lamson pocketed the lion's share of 
$10,000 that was up for grabs in the two 
pro races, and he also took home an 
additional $1,000 for being the rider 
leading the way after the halfway point 
of the race. 

GFI’s new racing format for this race, 
which was implemented last year, was 
again the talk of the pits this year. Rac- 
ers would race a single 14-lap race, but 
on lap seven all the racers would be 
stopped in the order that they were run- 
ning for a five-minute bike inspection. 
The unique format served a dual pur- 
pose both by providing for a safer race 
situation for riders and by creating a 
closer race, since riders who started 
poorly would only be a few seconds 
behind the leaders on the restart instead 
of perhaps a few minutes. 

"The new format is good because it 
creates a closer race," former supercross 
champion Jeff Ward said. "The only 
thing that would make it better would 
be to increase the amount of laps during 
the second half, say seven laps first then 
14 on the restart." Ward.was a spectator 
for today's racing. 

While Lamson was top dog in the 
250cc division, it was Team Yamaha's 
Kevin Windham who was doing all the 
winning in the fully stacked 125cc Pro 
division. 

Not only did the pros race this day, 
but so did nearly 700 amateur racers 
who also took part in the annual race. 
The amateurs raced the same single- 
moto format - minus the stop-and-go - 
that the pros did, with most races run- 
ning an average of eight laps. 

When the 250cc Pro main event left 
the gate, it was a dead-even drag race 
involving the Kawasaki of Damon Huff- 
man, the Yamaha of Doug Henry and 
the Honda of Lamson. As the riders 
weaved through a technical switchback 
section, it was Henry who emerged as 
the leader. 


When Henry reached the spectator- - 


spotted hillside, the Perris crowd came 
to life with a roar of cheers and screams. 
Lamson moved into the runner-up posi- 
tion and settled in right behind the 


‘leader Henry, while Emig, Huffman, 


Suzuki's Mickael Pichon and Honda- 
mounted Damon Bradshaw filled the 
top spots. 

Henry controlled the pace for the 
first four laps of the race, but a bobble 
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dropped him from the top five. Lamson 
suddenly found himself in the lead with 
Emig a close second, while Huffman 
was busy trying to shake Pichon, who 
was riding very strong in fourth. Brad- 
shaw eventually retired with a bruised 
foot after running as high as seventh, 
while Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes and 
Yamaha's Ezra Lusk moved into the top 
seven. 

Lamson was first at the halfway 
point and was awarded the $1,000 
bonus money, while Emig, Huffman, 
Pichon and Hughes rounded out the top 
five at the break. 

Emig went to work on Lamson right 
from the drop of the flag on the restart. 
Emig dogged Lamson and showed him 
his front fender on numerous occasions, 
but Lamson held tough to his lines. At 
about the same time, Pichon slipped his 
Suzuki by Huffman for third and was 


hoping to join the Emig/Lamson duel : 


that was going on just in front of him. 
With just a few laps left, it looked as 
though Emig would make his move on 
Lamson, but Emig made a big mistake.

“I got sideways coming out of a turn, 
and I didn’t have the drive to make the 
double,” Emig explained. ; 

The mistake ultimately cost Emig any 
chance he had of winning, as Pichon 
saw his chance and jumped past Emig 
and into second. Emig quickly got back 
around Pichon, but the damage was 
done as Lamson had opened a gap of 
about 10 bike lengths. 

With the pressure off, Lamson picked 
the fastest lines and began to stretch out 
his lead. When the white flag waved, 
Lamson could sense victory as he 
waved to the crowd, then pulled off an 
awesome heel-clicker over one of the 
track's biggest doubles. Huffman and 
his Kawasaki were able to regroup dur- 
ing the last couple of laps and retake 
third from Pichon. 

Lamson went on to take the check- 
ered flag and indeed proved that nice 
guys can, and do, finish first, while 
Emig collected the runner-up spot. 
Huffman finished third in the race, 
while Pichon, Henry, Hughes and Team 
Chaparral's Jimmy Button rounded out 
the top seven. 

A record 48 riders lined up for the 
125cc Pro main event. Team Pro Cir- 
cuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Casey John- 
son was first out of the box on his new 
Kawasaki, with Casey Lytle, David Pin- 
gree, Scott Sheak, Jeff Willoh and Ricky 
Carmichael right behind. 

Johnson battled closely with Team 
Chaparral's Mickael Brandes for most 
of the first seven laps, while Windham 
and Carmichael steadily moved 
through the field to third and fourth 
pee respectively, dropping Sheak on 

is new factory Honda to fifth by the 
halfway mark. 

On the restart, Windham came to life 
by passing Brandes, dropping him back 
to third, just ahead of Carmichael and 
Sheak. Sheak soon passed Carmichael 
and then made quick work of Brandes, 
taking over third. At this point, 
Carmichael was about to learn one of 
his first lessons as a professional. 

Carmichael went down low to block- 
pass Brandes, but both riders held it on 
and wound up in a heap on the ground. 
After Brandes did his best imitation of 
Bruce Lee, he remounted, while 
Carmichael seemed a bit dazed after 
being karate kicked. 

As the race wore on, Windham even- 
tually made the pass on Johnson for the 
lead and went on for the victory, while 
Johnson and Sheak rounded out the top 
three. Pingree was a consistent fourth 
with Frenchman David Vuillimen, 
Nathan Ramsey, last year’s winner John 
Dowd, Lytle, Brandes and Team 
O'Neal/Moto XXX's Brian Deegan com- 
pleting the top 10 finishers. eN

7 he new year started off with fire- 
1 works for Suzuki rider Cliff 
Palmer as the countdown contin- 
ued in the PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series, cosponsored by MSR and 
Answer. The F&S Suzuki /JT/Shoei / 
Bill's Pipes/Factory Connection-backed 
Palmer added two more wins to his 
record and closed to within 11 points of 
second-place contender Buddy Antunez 
after taking top honors in both Friday 
and Saturday night's 125cc main events. 
"I've been training more," Palmer 
said. “I started off the series with three 
wins the first weekend, but I slipped on 
my training and it really showed in the 
next few rounds." 
Series leader Chad Pederson still has 
a substantial 43-point cushion on 
Antunez, but with the series not quite at 
the halfway point, the top money is still 
up for grabs. Antunez won Friday's 
250cc main, but Saturday's podium 
highlight went to the crowd favorite, 
Texan Jeff Dement. He topped Satur- 
day's race class by coming from behind 
on his Team Green/Kawasaki of Car- 
rollton/ Xtreme/Pro Circuit-sponsored 
KX250. 





FRIDAY 


Pederson appeared to be the shoo-in 
for the 125cc main event win after. grab- 
bing the holeshot in front of Kawasaki 
rider Mike Jones and raced out front for 
13 laps. A crash off the PJ1 Step-Up saw 
Pederson hit the ground, which opened 
the door for Palmer, who had passed 
Jones earlier in the race. Palmer led the 
last three laps to the checkers, while 
Jones and Jimmy Gaddis rounded out 
the podium spots.

“1 just had surgery on my 
knee three weeks ago,” Jones 
said from the winner's circle. 
“I haven't had a chance to 
practice before coming to 
Fort Worth." 

^| didn't get the start I 
wanted," Palmer said. "But I 
knew if I could get off in the 
top three or four spots I 
could win with my 
endurance.” 

The 250cc main started 
out the same way as did the 
125s with Pederson taking 
the holeshot. A battle for sec- 
ond involving Todd 
DeHoop, Dement and 
Antunez lasted for more 
than half a lap as they bat- 
tled for positions. Antunez 
passed Dement over the 
Miller Lite Catapult to take 
third behind DeHoop, while Gaddis 
raced in fifth. By lap six, Antunez had 
reeled in DeHoop enough for a side-by- 
side battle, passing into second over the 
PJ1 Step-Up. 

The short laps held the attention of 
the crowd as positions continued to 
change. DeHoop landed wrong off one 
of the rockers, opening the door for 
Dement for third, while Antunez began 
to work on Pederson. 

Elsewhere, a raging war was ensuing 
for fourth involving DeHoop, Palmer 
and Denny Stephenson. Palmer eventu- 
ally broke free after making a pass on 
DeHoop. Stephenson followed suit and 
focused in on Palmer, using him as a 
berm up the catapult and forcing Palmer 
into the hay bales. Palmer shook it off 
and went after Stephenson, but Stephen- 
son took himself out in the whoops. 
Palmer then chased down DeHoop, who 
had regained third.

Out front, Antunez caught Pederson 
on lap 13, the same lap on which Palmer 
passed DeHoop for third. Antunez took 
the win, his fifth for the series, followed 
by Pederson and Palmer. 


SATURDAY 


Gaddis and Pederson both wanted 
the holeshot, but the inside line advan- 
tage went to Pederson, as Gaddis slid 
up into the berm. Palmer came out of 
the crowded first turn in second with 
DeHoop and Gaddis in the hunt, while 
Grayson Goodman and Antunez fell 
victim to a first-turn crash. 

DeHoop reeled in Palmer with Ped- 
erson a yard out front. Gaddis wicked it 
up on lap four as he raced up behind 
DeHoop to challenge for third. 

When no one was looking, Suzuki 
support rider Charley Bogard came 
from midpack to sixth and began knock- 
ing on Gaddis’ back door, passing him 
in the rhythm section for fourth and 
then setting his sights on DeHoop. Bog- 
ard used the whoops as a secret weapon 
to race neck and neck with DeHoop into 
the next corner. Bogard pushed DeHoop 
up the berm into the bales and took over 
third place. 

Pederson and Palmer raced out front, 
five seconds in front of Bogard. With 
only four laps left, Palmer made his 
move on Pederson and put the spin on 
him in the turn to the ‘step-up to take 
over the lead. 

Bogard kicked in his afterburners 
and began to reel in Pederson, closing to 
within two seconds of the Yamaha rider 
by the end of the race, but Pederson 














kept his second-place position at the 
checkered flag, with Bogard finishing a 
well-earned third. 

“I got squeezed out on the start,” 
Bogard said. “But I soon found a hole 
and just kept going.” 

“I felt really good tonight," Palmer 
said. “My training has really paid off for 
me the past couple of weeks. I don’t run 
or work out, I just ride.” 

Pederson took his fourth holeshot of 
the weekend in the 250cc main and 
appeared to have the lead in hand, but 
Jones came up and bumped him out of 
the way to nose his way to the front. 
Brad Woolsey watched from third. 

Dement, who had gated seventh, 
raced his way up to Woolsey then 
passed for third on lap six. 

Meanwhile, Pederson wasn’t giving 
up on Jones as he raced up close and 
personal. Pederson tripled the rockers at 
the top of lap eight and passed Jones for 
the lead, and then Jones began to fade. 

“I pulled the muscles in my back in 
practice yesterday and I was in so much 
pain,” Jones said. “The shorter heats are 
okay, but anything over five to six laps 
is sheer misery. Since I’m leaving next 
week to race in Europe, I just slacked off 
to save myself.” 

Dement hammered down on Peder- 
son, giving him no room for error, and 
blasted through the whoops to take the 
lead at the halfway point. When Jones 
left the field, Antunez stepped into 
third, as the lapped riders began to 
cause havoc. 

Although the blue flag was waving, 
several backmarkers still persisted in 
racing with the front-runners, costing 
precious seconds and possible position 
changes. Through it all, Dement took 
the win with Antunez and Palmer both 
passing Pederson on lap 18, finishing 
second and third, respectively. с

е ou wouldn’t want to 
\V have been a script edi- 
tor for the 1996 World 
Superbike season shoot. 
Hardly anything went accord- 
ing to the final draft of the 
pundits’ preseason predic- 
tions, even less so after the ` 
first round at Misano. i 
John Kocinski was sup- 
posed to kick ass and 
cruise to the champi 
onship; but he didn't. 
Kawasaki was on a roll 
after Anthony Gobert 
won a moral victory at 
round one on a brand- 
new bike, but they went .: 
backward after that. 
Yamaha had the mean- 
est machine in the superbike pad- 
dock, a high-strung hyperbike with a 
bad attitude, but the team engineers 
transformed it into a paragon of ridabili- 





Suzuki's new 750 was supposed to 
rewrite the rule book for superbike 
design; it dominated in supersport, 
struggled at World Superbike level. And 
reigning World Champion Carl Fogarty 
was supposed to have lost his ability to 
win races after quitting Ducati for 
Honda, a twin for a V-four, but he 
hadn't. 

About the only thing in the World 
Superbike shooting script that went 
according to plan was Honda's relent- 
less progress in closing the gap on its 





Ducati rivals, all 

its efforts in search of regain- 

ing the World Superbike title that was 
once its own. 

Honda's NSR500 V-four two-strokes, 
sponsored by Spanish oil company Rep- 
sol, continue to dominate 500cc GP rac- 
ing in a way that, while admirable, is 
frankly unspectacular to the TV audi- 
ences which now underwrite motorcy- 
cle sport at the highest level. Honda's 
four-stroke V-four RC45s, backed by 
Repsol's British rivals Castrol, were a 
key element in turning World Superbike 
into the greatest spectacle on two 
wheels today, with a constantly chang- 





ing cast of 

characters that thrilled: 

matinee audiences around the world 
with their on-screen struggles for 
supremacy - twice each race day, all the 
while slashing lap times to equal and 
sometimes even better 500cc GP lap 
records on a variety of circuits. 

Yet, in spite of a steep performance 
hike obtained over the winter, Honda 
was still faced with playing catch-up to 
the Italian V-twins when the '96 season 
kicked off - even after recruiting

Ducati's reigning World Champion Carl 
Fogarty to ride alongside Honda’s Mr. 
Consistency, Kiwi Aaron Slight, on the 
Castrol team. 

Eight times a second-place finisher in 
the RC45’s debut season іп "94, Slight 
rewarded HRC’s sterling efforts to 
bridge the gap with the desmo V-twins, 
through successive evolutions of its 
fuel-injected superbike, by taking the 
bike's first pole at Monza in "95, then 
giving it a debut race win in the next 
round at Albacete, then another victory 
at Sentul. Third in the final points table 
in each of those first two seasons, Slight 
was set to challenge for the title in '96, 
and that's the way it turned out. 

So while new teammate Fogarty 
struggled at first to adapt the Honda to 
his riding style (before figuring out it 
had to be the other way around), Slight 
scored points steadily all season long, 
leading the championship table for 
much of the year in spite of painful 
crash injuries sustained in trying to 
repeat his '95 victory in the Suzuka 8- 
Hour. 

Double-up race wins for Slight and 
Fogarty at Hockenheim showed the 
Honda had power enough to win, a fact 
confirmed by Fogarty's follow-up victo- 
ry at Monza and his Assen double. 

In between, Honda's local works rid- 
ers Yuuichi Takeda and Takuma Aoki 
clinched another pair of race wins on 
home ground at Sugo, showing the 
RC45 was now arguably the best all- 
around package in the superbike pad- 
dock, and right in contention for title 
honors, with seven race wins to its cred- 
it this year. 

In spite of a terrible weekend in the 
final European round in Spain, when a 
combination of flu and tire troubles 
handed the points lead to Ducati-riding 
rival Troy Corser, Slight still went into 
the final round in Australia with a good 
shot at the title. Only, he had to win 
both races to do it. And in going for it 
against Gobert on a bumpy Phillip 
Island circuit not best suited to the 
RC45, he broke his 100-percent points- 
scoring record by stepping off in the 
first race there, handing the title to Cors- 
er and Ducati. 

Slight's seventh second place of the 
season in the final race wasn't any con- 
solation, while teammate Fogarty - 
already signed up to move back to 
Ducati after a frustrating year aboard 
the Honda - wound up fourth in the title 
chase. It was a disappointing end to a 
season which, at the midway point, had 
promised so much. Maybe they should 
have rewritten the script. 

The day after the curtain came down 
on the '96 World Superbike season at 
Phillip Island, I joined a bunch of other 
critics from around the world to sample 
life on the other side of the footlights - 
aboard the very different pair of Castrol 
Honda RC45s Slight and Fogarty graced 
the superbike stage with last season. 

Already anticipating a step up in per- 
formance from even the '95 Slight bike I 
rode at a damp Donington a year ago - 
and a quantum leap from Slight's 
flawed first-year RC45 I scooted round 
Suzuka on at the end of '94 - I was 
unprepared for how big an improve- 
ment there is wrapped up in this year's 
bike, with the ultimate F-spec evolution 
motor which debuted at Sentul. Neither 
was I prepared for the mega difference 
in setup between the two riders' con- 
trasting mounts. 

Yet, having ridden Corser's and 
Kocinski's Ducatis back-to-back just six 

` weeks previously, I ought to have been 
more ready for the contrast: The two 
Castrol Hondas were just as radically

different from 
each other as the pair of 
Dukes. 

It says #1 on the bike, so Fogarty’s is 
first. The immediate thing you notice as 
soon as you swing a leg over his bike is 
how high and far forward you're 
perched aboard it. Colin Edwards II 
would have felt at home here last sea- 
son, before he altered his riding stance 
so drastically for ‘96. The double-thick- 
ness seat pad and thick rubber-squab on 
the back of the seat combine to deliver a 
typical GP riding position very similar 
to Kocinski's Ducati. John won't have to 
change much to feel comfortable on 
Carl’s old bike next season! 

The reason for this quite extreme 
stance is a simple one: Fogarty's riding 
style is all about maintaining corner 
speed and that means he has to load up 
the front wheel weightwise to make it 
grip better, as well as to make the bike 
turn more sharply in the way that his 
nimbler, narrower Ducati used to do. 
On the other hand, that also means he 
needs to feel above all else what the 
front tire's doing. 

And that was one of the problems he 
had to come to terms with in getting the 
Honda dialed in, says his race engineer 
Nick Goodison. “Carl needs front-tire 
feedback more than most superbike rid- 
ers,” he says, “and getting the RC45 to 
deliver that while still riding bumps rea- 
sonably well is obviously mainly a fac- 
tor of suspension setup, but also tire 
choice, too. Michelin originally devel- 
oped their superbike tires around the 
Ducati, but we need a softer sidewall 
with more give in the tire to allow us to 
run stiffer springs without chattering 
the front end. This year,-they built tires 
that were better suited to the Honda, 
but it’s still very sensitive to changes, 
and probably the hardest bike to set up 
I’ve ever worked on.” 

Out on the track, two things become 
obvious very quickly: One, the radical 
chassis setup takes a lot of getting used 
to, and two, the F-spec RC45 has the 
most responsive throttle action of any 
four-stroke I’ve ever ridden. It’s not just 
a function of the extra precision you get 
from electronically metered fuel deliv- 
ery, and the crisp response the PGM Е1 
system delivers, but above all the effort- 
less way the engine spins up so quickly 
when you twist your wrist. 

Crack it wide open at 8,500 rpm exit- 
ing Honda Corner heading out toward 
Siberia at Phillip Island, and the engine 
accelerates so fast, you'd almost think 
you were riding a two-stroke. Foggy's 
bike has a smoother throttle response 





than Slight's bike, which is 
snatchier and more brusque in its pick- 
up - more like a pair of flat-slide carbs. 
Apparently, Carl uses different injectors 
than Aaron, aimed at providing a 
smoother throttle opening. 

Although Honda's intensive work on 
reducing internal friction and inertia has 
delivered an easy-revving powerhouse 
of a motor - still with the trademark 
silky feel of a works four-stroke Honda - 
the lazy, distinctive double-Ducati 
drone from the twin carbon-fiber 
silencers does a great job of disguising 
it. Flick a glance at the tach, and get 
ready for a shock: Suddenly, you're 
heading for the 14,750 rpm rev-limiter, 
and it's time to change up - even though 
from engine feel you would swear you 
were two grand or more lower down 
the rev scale. Tap the speed shifter for a 
higher gear, and the drone alters a cou- 
ple of octaves before it's suddenly time 
for a repeat performance. 

Foggy uses a quite different set of 
gear ratios than Slight, who spaces them 
out more to keep the engine accelerating 
in every gear, reaping the full advantage 
of the engine's appetite for revs. Carl 
prefers to keep the engine spinning up 
high all the time, hitting the rev-limiter 
in every gear and never letting revs 
drop below 11,500 rpm, thanks to a very 
close-ratio bottom four gears, then a big- 
ger gap to the top two. 

The Honda power shifter is fantastic, 
smooth on the transmission when you 
shift wide open, but with just enough 
feel you don't change up sooner than 
you want to - much better than the KLS 
speed shifter fitted to Carl's title-win- 
ning Ducati I rode last year, which was 
way too sensitive. Partly that could have 
been due to a poor setting, but mainly I 
suspect it was due to the fact the Honda 
system works not off the ignition like all 
the rest, but as part of the EFI manage- 
ment system, by cutting the flow of fuel 
to the injectors. It's the best superbike 
shifter in the business - but then all the 
controls on the RC45 are equally precise 
and refined, typical of a works Honda, 
which sets the standard that others must 
aim at. 

Only after I'd returned to base did I 
discover another key improvement the 
F-series motor offers. For the first time 
on any of the works RC45s I've ridden, 
from the '93 prototype onward, there 
isn't a dip in the power delivery around 
12,200-12,700 rpm, a crucial flat spot in 





the torque curve 
that the variable-length velocity- 
stack system was designed to overcome. 

I'd assumed this was still fitted, like 
last time I rode the bike, judging by the 
way the Honda built revs so smoothly 
yet speedily, without a glitch. But 
though Honda used it on the interim 8- 
series motor the team started out the 
season with, the arrival of the F-series at 
Sentul meant it could be jettisoned. 
Hard work by HRC engineers had 
removed the flat spot and provided 
faster, cleaner engine acceleration, with 
added midrange as well as top-end 
power. 

Okay, more power - but maybe more 
problem putting it to the ground? Well, 
yes - sometimes. Foggy's close-coupled 
riding position keeps you from moving 
around a lot on the bike, and with such 
an extreme forward weight bias and 
steep effective head angle - thanks to the 
jacked-up rear ride height - the Fogarty 
RC45 feels pretty nervous and skittery. 
But that's because Carl does it all on the 
front tire, leading to a bike that shakes 
its head and waggles the bars in your 
hands as you ride the bumps through 
the curves up out of Siberia, heading for 
Lukey Heights. 

It also shook its head a lot coming 
out of the last turn onto the main 
straight, where a combination of a soft 
rear suspension setting and a wide-open 
throttle compressed the rear shock, 
unloading the-front so that when you hit 
the dip exiting the last turn, the Honda 
started a shake that continued until the 
finish line. 

I’m heavier than Carl, so that could 
have been a factor, but I didn't get the 


same reaction from the Slight bike, · 


either there or exiting the fourth-gear 
turn one. There and again at Lukey 
Heights, the Fogarty Honda also under- 
steered quite badly when I got hard on 
the gas, the soft rear end upsetting the 
balance. This was especially so if I had 
to back off the throttle slightly to let it 
ride a bump, when the bike would start 
to pitch to and fro along the wheelbase. 
Yet the front suspension seemed 
pretty stiff and not too compliant, giv- 
ing the impression the bike was skip- 
ping over bumps instead of riding up 
and down over them, though paradoxi- 
cally I could get quite a bit of feedback 
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from the front tire, which felt pretty 
planted running into the corner on the 
brakes. 

One reason for this might be the 
extra front-end flex Goodison dialed in 
by switching to 47mm Showa forks with 


.thinner-wall stanchions, which give 


more feel because they deflect more, as 
well as by jettisoning the massive triple- 
bolt lower triple clamp used last season 
in favor of a thinner, twin-bolt one that 
was on the bike when I rode it. 

Still, the overall effect of the setup 
wasn’t very confidence-inspiring - but if 
that’s how Carl likes it, who am I to 
argue? This bike won four World Super- 
bike races this season, but the funny 


thing is that Foggy never had his Ducati - 


setup as extreme as this: It had a much- 
lower rear ride height and felt far better- 
balanced in corners than the Honda. 

On the Fogarty RC45, there’s quite 
strong initial bite from the Brembo 
brake package, explaining the stiff front 


. end to stop undue fork dive, at the 


expense of a fair bit of weight transfer 
getting the back end all light and squir- 
rely when you first squeeze the lever 
hard. After that first bite, though, the 
brakes seem to fade. And until 1 worked 
out how to come to terms with this, I'll 
admit to a couple of anxious moments. 

Of course, this is just how Carl likes 
'em. What I thought at first was a func- 
tion of Brembo incredibly no longer 
making cast-iron discs, but instead fit- 
ting stainless-steel ones that don't bite 
as well, turns out to be a question of 
rider choice. 

Carl's emphasis on corner speed 
means he chooses pads that give a hard 
initial bite, then ease off, as he buzzes 
the motor to max out engine braking to 
drop off any extra speed, without wor- 
rying about getting the rear wheel hop- 
ping, thanks to the sprag clutch. 

The second of his pair of wins at 
Assen came after he hooked bottom 
gear in the three-bike last-corner dustup 
with Corser and Kocinski, got stopped 
and turned better than either of the 
Ducatis, then outaccelerated them to the 
line. What a star. 

That meant Foggy had good grip 
from his rear tire that day, and the 17- 
inch Michelin fitted for our Phillip

Island test worked okay out of slower 
turns like MG or Siberia or Honda, at 
the expense of a couple of scary 
moments on my final two laps when I 
tried to max out corner speed and got it 
sliding when I got back on the gas 
again. 

I thought at first the tire might be 
shot, and though that was a possibility, 
it's more likely Га had a firsthand expe- 
rience of a pair of factors governing 
Honda handling in '96. One, increasing 
front-end weight bias with a jacked-up 
rear end. like Fogarty did, invites trac- 
tion problems, especially over bumps, 
and two, Michelin's 17-inch rear doesn't 
have such good side grip as its 16.5- 





incher both riders ended up predomi- 
nantly using for the corner-speed bene- 
fits it provided. 

The Dunlop 16.5 rear I was so 
enthralled with after riding the Edwards 
Yamaha has the complete opposite 
effect - it delivers improved drive on the 
angle exiting turns. Interestingly, the 
Smokin' Joe's Honda that Miguel 
DuHamel used to win the Daytona 200 
and almost took the AMA Superbike 
Championship with uses Dunlops - and 
Miguel rides the bike hard on the back 
wheel, to overcome its inherent front- 
end chassis problems (see technical side- 
bar): Perhaps the generally softer, more 
compliant construction of the Anglo- 








Japanese rubber suits the Honda better 
than the French tires. 

Okay, time for a slight (ouch!) 
change of scenery, and a hop onto 
Aaron's championship runner-up. 
Right away you notice a difference in 
the riding position, which is more spa- 
cious and rational. There's lots of space 
to move around on the bike, pushing 
yourself back to keep the rear wheel on 
the ground under braking or for 
improved traction under acceleration, 
or forward to weight the front end in 
the turns. 

You sit noticeably lower on the Slight 
Honda, as well; with more steeply 
dropped bars that allow you to hug the 
fuel tank with your upper body, feeling 
much more a part of the bike rather than 
perched on top of it like on Fogarty's. 

Basically, it's exactly the same differ- 
ence as between Kocinski's and Corser's 
bikes, with Slight helping set the stan- 
dard for the Australian school of setup; 
the whole bike feels better balanced. 

Suspension setup is the exact oppo- 
site of Foggy's bike, with a softer front 
but firmer rear. The back end is lower, 





too, but in spite of using the same C- 
spec link from the HRC race kit - though 
stiffer settings are used on the rear 
Showa than on the Fogarty bike - 
Aaron's RC45 rides bumps better hard 
on the gas. Overall, the rear end doesn't 
squat as much and is more compliant 
while maintaining a more controlled 
ride height, which also removed the 
understeer I'd experienced on Carl's 
bike. The softer fork settings also soak 
up the bumps better, without unsettling 
the bike so .much. It was just a much 
nicer ride all around. 

That applied in spades to the brakes. 
Now, I race in a class where corner 
speed is everything, and comparative 











times show we're faster through turns 

on our supermonos than either the 

superbikes or supersports we share the 

World Superbike Championship race 
program with. But I like a brake with 
lots of bite, where you can leave your 
braking as late as possible knowing that 
you’re going to get it stopped, rather 
than hoping you might. That’s what the 
sintered pads in the Slight Honda deliv- 
er - lots of feel, but immediate stopping 
power (though not as much as with 
cast-iron discs), and reduced weight 
transfer with better stability under brak- 
ing, thanks to the more balanced chassis 
setup. 

People talk about Slight as being a 
stop-and-squirt kind of rider, but that’s 
simply not true. Comparative section 
times throughout the season showed 
that he was consistently one of the three 
fastest riders through medium-to-fast 
turns (Corser and Pier-Francesco Chili, 
in case you wondered), even though he 
brakes very late, deep into the apex of a 
turn. But the trick is that he carries lots 
of corner speed while doing so. 

Trying to emulate the maestro at 
Phillip Island revealed how much more 
stable and better balanced Aaron's bike 
is on turn-in. It gives you the confidence 
to brake deep into the apex before drop- 
ping it into the turn and powering out. 
Slight’s bike felt a good bit less nervous 
than his teammate’s Honda, not just in 
corners but especially down the straight 
- presumably because it doesn’t squat 
the rear end so much and lighten the 
front. It also was slightly better on trac- 
tion, though it still liked to slide the rear 
wheel a little in some turns. . 

But sliding the back wheel is all part 
of life's rich pageant when you race an 
RC45 - ask Miguel DuHamel - and once 
you've learned to do so in a smooth and 
controlled fashion, then you can start to 
‘get results with the bike. That's almost 
certainly the reason for Slight's success 
with the Honda. Three seasons into rid- 
ing it, he knows its tricks better than 
anyone else, and has learned how to 
strike a balance between aggression and 
smoothness, to combine a fluid riding 
style with going in deeper and coming 
out harder. 

He's also adapted his natural riding 
stance to suit the bike, staying low over 
the tank and shifting his body weight 
around to suit every situation. 

In his debut year on the RC45, Fogar- 
ty found it tough to adapt his naturally 
brusque and aggressive style full of 
sharp, decisive body movements, to this 
bike. Remember, his wins all came at 
smooth, fast circuits which rewarded 
judgment and bravery in terms of max- 
ing out corner speed, rather than at tight 
tracks where the Hondas are still second 
best - third, actually; Edwards' Yamaha 
is now a better ride on twisty circuits or 
anywhere with bumps, as Albacete and 
Phillip Island proved - however, Phillip 
Island also proved that Slight knows 
how to ride around these problems, 
while reaping the benefits of the F-spec 
RC45 motor's now class-leading power 

_ delivery and turn of speed. 

With Ducati having played its last 
hand of cards in the 916's Last Chance 
Saloon by increasing engine capacity to 
the 1000cc twin-cylinder limit, and hit- 
ting piston speeds on a par with current 
Formula One car technology, it could 
just be that 1997 will finally be Honda's, 
and especially Aaron's, year. If at first 
you don't succeed, try, try - try again? 
With Kocinski and Fogarty swapping 
seats, it'll be interesting to see if John 
Boy can adapt himself better to the RC45 
than Carl did. One thing's for sure, it'll 
be great watching him try. єх 














HONDA'S INTENSIVE QUEST TO REGAIN WORLD SUPERBIKE SUPRE- 
macy in '96 with its new Slight/Fogarty dream team meant 
intensive work on the 90-degree V-four RC45 engine package 
over the '95-96 off-season. The 7-spec engine Aaron used to 
clinch his third place in the '95 title chase was upgraded to an 8- 
spec for 1996. 

This duly delivered a debut victory in the Daytona 200 cour- 
tesy of Miguel DuHamel, in a race graced by every other World 
Superbike factory team, including the Promotor Ducati that 
would eventually take the title: lookin’ good... 

HRC's Syuhei Nakamoto, chief development engineer for 
the RC45, explains the continued evolution of the fuel-injected, 
four-camshaft, 16-valve Honda motor. “The 8-spec engine was 
mainly a refined version of the 7-spec version, but with extra 
attention paid to reducing friction still further," he says. "We 
used the same cam profiles but altered porting in the cylinder 
heads, which delivered improved gas flow and increased top- 
end power by 3 bhp - still at 14,750 rpm peak revs." 

At'this stage, Honda was still using the so-called adjustable 
air-funnel system on the РСМ F1 EFI, its version of a variable- 
length inlet system operating in on/off mode at 12,700 rpm, 
which used a servo motor to lift the venturi clean off its 46mm 
throttle body, thus effectively shortening the inlet for increased 
top-end poke. This allowed Honda to fill in the hole in RC45 
midrange power without sacrificing peak output - though the 
AMA's ban on such systems (which all manufacturers except 
perhaps Suzuki are known to be experimenting with) meant 
that DuHamel had to run without it at Daytona - not a problem 
on such a top-end track. 

The Castrol RC45s ran with the 8-spec motor for the first half 
of the '96 World Superbike season - delivering a race victory for 
each rider in the third round in Germany, plus another for Carl 
at Monza - until Sentul, when the debut of a radically revised 
version known as the F-spec underlined how hard HRC engi- 
neers had been working in the meantime. 

"Before, with the 8-spec the Ducatis still had a definite top- 
speed advantage, so we could only slipstream them - we won 
our three races because they made mistakes and we didn't," 
Slight says. "But from Sentul onward with the F-spec, for the 
first time we could now pull out and pass them. It was a big 
improvement." 

Nakamoto explains why: “Everything change," he says. "We 
found another four bhp on top-end power with the F-spec 
engine, with more attention to reducing friction, and many new 

arts." 

These included a reshaped, even lighter two-ring piston 
delivering a higher 13.2:1 compression ratio; modified cylinder 
heads with altered cam profiles and single springs instead of 
double ones for the titanium valves, the specifications of which 
were also changed; a redesigned one-piece crankshaft and 
internal modifications to the crankcases (perfectly legal under 
Superbike rules); revised titanium rods; and a different exhaust 
system for more top-end power, with two 2-1 separate pipes 
rather than the 2-1-2 combined system previously used. 

But though what was essentially an all-new engine inside 
delivered even more power at peak revs, it also accelerated 
faster and, most important of all, had much better midrange 
power. In fact, the midrange was so improved that Honda 
stopped using the variable air-funnel system - there are no 
more holes in the powerband for it to fill in. 

Having changed EFI settings slightly at the start of the sea- 
son, Honda keeps the same ones for each track, says Nakamo- 
to-san, but they did experiment a lot in the first few races with 
variable curves for the separate ignition system by using differ- 
ent EPROM chips. No traction control yet, but Honda admits 
they're working on it and plan to have something in operation 
next season, to help cure the wheelspin that's a constant factor 
on the RC45. 

The gearbox is a carry-over from '95, but the design of the 
friction plates on the 9-plate wet sprag-type clutch has been 
changed to deliver an easier action so as to improve starts with 
the hydraulic operation. 

"Getting the power to the ground has been a problem for 
both riders," says Fogarty's race engineer Nick Goodison. 
"They feel they have to wait for the back end to hook up before 















































they can get hard on the gas out of a turn, and there's a variety 
of factors that cause that - transmission, engine characteristics, 
suspension, lots of things." 

Hence development this winter focused on confronting this 
problem: Honda is working on electronic launch control, 
Michelin on tires which deliver good grip without sacrificing 
corner speed, and Showa on a radical new suspension design 
(almost certainly using nitrogen or another type of inert gas) 
which, will allow them to fine-tune shock and fork settings on 
the bike far quicker by using external valves, rather than having 
to dismantle the units on the bench to change internal compo- 
nents, as at present. 

The ban on prerace testing at circuits used for World Super- | 
bike rounds being introduced for '97 will make this all the more 
critical, because teams won't be able to spend two days at a 
venue before each-race dialing the bikes in for that particular 
track - a move that will undoubtedly affect the four-cylinder 
bikes much more than the Ducatis, which are far less critical on 
suspension and chassis setup. 

Honda concentrated on engine development on the RC45 
this season, keeping the same basic chassis configuration as in 
'95, but with a 10mm shorter swingarm on both riders' bikes in 
order to try to improve traction by putting more weight on the 
back wheel and increasing weight transfer under acceleration. 

After the experiments with an adjustable steering head in 
'94, which allowed them to effectively alter the engine position 
up and down or back and forth relative to the wheelbase, they 
went back to the stock frame setup in '95 and have concentrat- 
ed on making that work to best effect. 

That meant giving Honda's Showa suspension partners a 
wakeup call by testing Ohlins forks and shock at the start of the 
year in order to set a baseline. Showa responded with compo- 
nents that were heavily revamped internally and seemed to 
perform better, though are still very critical on adjustment - a 
2mm difference in ride height can make the difference between 
the bike being ridable or an animal, say Castrol Honda staff 
members. 

Honda did chip away at reducing weight still further, 
though. So effective was the weight-loss program that the Cas- 
trol Honda team volunteers to carry a TV camera in every race, 
so as to ballast the bike to beat the 356.4-pound weight limit. 
Without it, the RC45 is two pounds underweight, admits 
Nakamoto-san. 

It was also for this reason that a steel exhaust was adopted 
from Sentul onward, rather than the much costlier titanium one 
used until then. Weight distribution is still 54/46-percent even 
with the shorter swingarm - but it's how the weight is carried 
that counts. The RC45 still apparently has an inherent problem 
with the relationship of the center of mass to the center of grav- 
ity, aka the polar moment of inertia, thanks to the V-four engine 
configuration and its far-forward location in the frame. This 
causes the front end to get unloaded if you hit a bump in the 
middle of a turn, pushing the front tire sometimes beyond 
recovery - unless you back off to let it recover. 

Both team and riders, especially Aaron Slight in his third 
year riding the bike, have learned how to work around this, but 
it makes suspension setup and tire choice critical. Get one or 
both wrong - like at Donington or Brands Hatch or Albacete - 
and the Honda riders are struggling. 

The fantastic performance of the RC45 engine in its latest F- 
spec form - achieved without sacrificing Honda's legendary 
reliability - only goes part-way toward curing that. Now HRC 
needs to focus on increasing corner speed with the bike, Slight 
says. "I thought we'd reached the limit of development at the 
end of '95," he admits, “but this year Honda has found even 
more power and made the bike nicer to ride with better 
midrange, and lap times have dropped all round. 

"But the Ducatis have only kept up with us by running on 
the edge of reliability - look at all the engine blowups Corser 
had this year. Plus, before they could keep their advantage by 
just increasing capacity a little, but now they've reached the 
limit. I’m convinced now we can go even faster, but for that we 
need more corner speed and that's the area the engineers in 
Japan will have to work on for '97. But now we have a bike that 
can run with the very best." i

GORMAN, CA, JAN. 5 
ith sheer determination and 
plenty of talent, Team Thousand 
Oaks/Pro Circuit rider Rusty 
Holland scored wins in both the 
125cc and 250cc Pro classes at Hungry 
Valley's OHV park. Holland took on top 
pros from all over California at the open- 
ing round of CMC's 21st running of the 
Sunstar Golden State Nationals. 

Mother Nature wreaked havoc on 
most of California all week, but Sunday 
blessed racers with clear weather and 
tormented them with cold temperatures. 
Over 500 riders did battle on the Marc 
Peters-prepared track to grab their share 
of factory contingency money and valu- 
able series points. 

As the gate dropped for the first 
125cc Pro moto, it was FMF/Moto- 
world-backed Dustin Nelson with the 
huge holeshot, followed by Cory 
Keeney, Rusty Holland and Ray Crumb. 
Nelson was on the gas from the get-go 
and quickly put some real estate 
between himself and the field. Holland 
was the first to make a move to the 
front, snatching the runner-up spot from 
Keeney on the second lap, and he had 
his sights set on the leader, but never 
got within striking distance. 

“I was just trying to ride consistent- 
ly," Holland said. "I had a few bad lines 
during the first part of the moto, but 
Nelson was just hard to beat." 

Holland had to settle for second as 
the field ignited into a race for third 
place. Keeney was the first to fold under 
the pressure, slowing temporarily due 
to severe arm pump while FMF's Spud 
Walters started to kick into gear. Wal- 
ters started off the race slowly with pos- 
sible bike problems. 

“I landed off a jump on the first lap 
and my bike just stopped," Walters said. 
“I thought the engine seized and I took 
it easy for a few laps."

Just past the halfway point, Walters 
was all over the tail end of Crumb when 
he caught an inside rut with his foot and 
Walters capitalized on his mistake. Wal- 
ters continued his charge to the front, 
but there was no time left to close the 
gap on the leaders. 

Another rider having problems was 
teen sensation Nick Wey. Wey suffered 
from a poor start and had to settle for 
sixth spot at the end of moto one. 

When the checkered finally flew, it 
was Nelson with the win followed by 
Holland and Walters. 

In moto two, Holland came out 
swinging when the gate hit the dirt. 
Doug Parsons got the jump on the field, 
but Holland was right there to spoil his 
lead. Parsons quickly fell off the pace as 
Wey, Walters and Keeney were all 
scraping for position. Walters had his 
sights set on Wey and dogged his every 
move. With only a few laps to go, Wal- 
ters was in position to make the pass 
until a bad move cost him a position. 

“I was trying to set up Wey for the 
pass and I slid out and went off the 
track at the same time," Walters said. 

Nelson, the first-moto winner, was 
able to capitalize on Walters' misfor- 
tune. Nelson suffered from a terrible 
start and had to slice his way to the 
front. 

“I got pinched off at the start and it is 
so hard to make up time when the races 
are only six laps," Nelson said- 








At the end of moto two, Holland was 
in cruise mode and easily took the win 
and the overall. Wey turned in a great 
ride in the second race, followed by Nel- 
son in third. 

In the 250cc Pro class, it was KTM's 
Lance Smail taking the first-moto win. 
Smail nailed the start to take the lead, 
followed by Crumb, Walters and Jason 
Partridge. 

For the opening laps, the top three 
positions held, but the back of the pack 










jumped around. Both Rusty Holland 
and Dustin Nelson had to work their 
way up to the front after poor starts: 
Holland was the first to advance to the 
front, while Nelson had to come back 
from 10th. 

Holland eventually worked his way 
to third by the end with a pass on Par- 
tridge and Crumb. Nelson had his 
work cut out if he wanted to salvage a 
decent first-moto finish. Nelson slowly 
picked riders off one at a time, but time

ran out and fourth was as far as he 
advanced. 

Up front, Smail pulled out a comfort- 
able lead and kept the field at bay the 
entire moto. Walters railed Crumb on 
the second lap to take over the runner- 
up position, but was unable to close the 
gap on Smail to take a shot at the-lead. 
At the end, it was Smail with the win 
followed by Walters and Holland. 

In the second moto, the race 
belonged to Holland, who gated perfect- 
ly to take the lead and roost the compe- 
tition, and throughout the race was 
never challenged. Keeney, Billy Mercier 
and Walters trailed Holland on the first 
lap. Walters was in position for the 
overall win if he could take over the sec- 
ond spot, but a lack of patience saw 
Walters take a soil sample while trying 
to pass Mercier. 

“I tried too hard to and I went for the 
pass on the inside of Mercier, and we 
slammed together," Walters said. "We 
both ended up going down." 

With Walters and Mercier out of the 
picture, Nelson was in position to capi- 
talize on the mistake and move into 
third. One lap later, Nelson moved past 
Keeney for second. 

First-moto winner Smail was pinched 
off at the start and had to work his way 
through the field. Smail had to place 
second if he wanted to take the overall. 
Smail moved past Keeney early on and 
slowly chipped away at the gap 
between himself and Nelson, but 
couldn't make a move. In the end it was 
Holland's day, taking a well-deserved 
second-moto win and the overall victo- 
ry. Nelson crossed the line for second 
followed by Smail. 

In a 125cc Intermediate field of 37 
racers, it was Team Green-backed Brett 
Racine sweeping both motos. Racine 
battled with the likes of Andy Anaya, 
Tim Langdon and Aaron Chesishe. 





Racine was on fire when the gate 
dropped for the first moto, and from the 
second turn the race was for second as 
Racine left the pack. Andrew Labrador 
held second early on, but a hard-charg- 
ing Cheselshe took over on the second 
lap. Cheselshe held second until the 
end, while Labrador eventually fell back 
to fifth. 

Anaya, Varis and Langdon duked it 
out for third for most of the race, but a 
disappointed Varis threw it away 
halfway through the race and fell back 
to eighth. At the finish, it was Racine 
with a huge lead followed by Cheselshe 
and Anaya. 

In moto two, it was a repeat perfor- 
mance as Racine took a wire-to-wire 
win. Anaya rode hard to take second in 
moto two and second for the day. Varis 
came back to prove he had the speed to 
take third in moto two, but his crash in 
the first moto left him back in the stand- 
ings. 

In other race action, FMF/Maxima/ 
ZLT-backed Michael Young made easy 
work of the 80cc 14- to 16-year-old divi- 





sion, taking the overall victory with two 
moto wins. Young had a little trouble 
early on with Sean Hamblin until he 
kicked in the afterburners and took a 
wire-to-wire win. Hamblin held second 
for most of the moto until he ran into 
problems on the last lap, when Chris 
Gosselaar and Jonathon Shimp got by. 
In the second moto'it was Hamblin 
with the early lead, followed by Young 
and Gosselaar. Young had a brief duel 
with Hamblin until he made a pass on 
the back straight. Young went on to take 
the moto win followed by Hamblin and 
Gosselaar. eN

the long run, as Tichenor still won 
everything in sight on his Performance 
Engineering /Cytomax-backed Suzuki. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Kawasaki 
rider Paul Currie jumped out in front, 
while Jeff Curry, Tichenor, Brock Sell- 
ards, Keith Johnson, Shae Bentley and 
Barry Carsten all filed in behind the 
pace setter. 

On the second lap, Jeff Curry passed 
Paul Currie for the lead, while Tichenor 
slid in behind the new leader. Tichenor 
was on the gas and was sizing up Curry 
when, all of a sudden, Tichenor went 
down. 

“І just felt off my rhythm,” 
Tichenor explained of his slide-out in 
an off-camber turn. "After I got up 
and finally calmed down, I got going 
again." 

That he did. Tichenor remounted still 
in second with Sellards and Carsten 
now right behind in third and fourth, 
respectively. Tichenor and Sellards ran 
together for the next 10 laps as they 
tracked down the leader, Curry. It

At one point, 
Sellards got by Tichenor, who came 
right back with a pass of his own.

Early in the second moto, it looked as 
though Tichenor would see his bid for a 
perfect day go up in smoke when he 
rounded the first turn way back in the 
pack. Enjoying the lead for the first time 
of the day was Carsten, who was closely 
chased by Treadwell, Sellards, Keith 
Bowen, Jon Boruff and Boyesen. Way 
back with Tichenor was Swink. 

Carstens couldn’t enjoy the spotlight 
for long as Sellards put the move on him 
during the second lap. 

"It felt good to lead,” Carsten said. "I 
just tried to be steady and not make any 
mistakes." 

Sellards, too, was feeling quite good 
himself. 

“I felt great," Sellards said of leading 
the race.

. egendary football coach Vince 
£^ Lombardi once said that the 
ore times you put steel 


through fire, the stronger it gets, and if 
there’s any one rider in motocross who 
embodies this statement most, it’s Mike 
Brown. 

From the time he first stormed out of 
Johnson City, Tennessee, as a rank-and- 
file Pro-Am racer, Brown has been a 
rider-of exceptional talent and desire. 
From the sketchy, early days as a do-it- 





yourself privateer, to an ill-fated stint on 
Mitch Payton’s Team Peak semi-factory 
team, to making a serious run at the 
1995 AMA 125cc National Champi- 
onship - where he won the Washougal 
National - Brown has been a force to be 
reckoned with. 

But somehow, some way, Brown 
never caught the eye of the factory team 
managers. For some odd and suspect 
reason, his best just wasn’t good enough 
for them. However, the hand of fate has 
recently given Brown a good, strong pat 
on the back. Michele Rinaldi, legendary 
GP campaigner and now renowned 
team manager of the high-profile 
Chesterfield Yamaha factory effort, put 
a call into the home of the Tennessee 
rider. Rinaldi was calling to inquire if 
Brown might be interested in racing the 
FIM 250cc Grand Prix circuit for his Ital- 
ian-based syndicate. 

For the battle-hardened Brown, it 
was a very intriguing proposition. One 
that took some serious soul searching. 
While Brown mulled it over, rumors 
swirled about him and his possible exo-

dus to Europe. Would he stay or would 
he go? In an effort to set the record 
straight - and find out his fate for 1997 - 
we got Mike on the phone, and here is 
what he had to say. 

Inquiring minds want to know, where 
will Mike Brown be riding this year? 
I'll be racing for Chesterfield Yamaha 
out of Italy. I went over there in Septem- 
ber and checked things out, and then I 
just went back a couple of weeks ago. 
The bikes are just great and the team is 
very professional. I’m really looking for- 
ward to this. 

Where is the team based? 

Parma, Italy. 

What's the town like? 

It's little, but it's not bad. It's going to be 
good for me because all ГЇЇ be able to do 
is training and ride. That is what I’m 
going to have to be doing while I’m 
there. The place just seems great for rid- 
ing and training. 

How did the deal come together? Is it 
true that Bob Moore had a hand in it? 
Yeah, Bob Moore helped me out a lot. 
Rinaldi actually called me, but Bobby 
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Moore was helping him look 
around for a rider. But Rinaldi 
actually called me one day 
and asked me if I would like 
to ride for him and I never 
really knew who he was. So 
when he called I was pretty 
surprised. 

Coming out of the blue like 
that, and racing in America 
your entire life, was it hard to 
make a decision? 

Yeah, especially the first week. 
I guess at first I didn't really 
pay much attention to it, 
although I didn't really have 
much going here. I had a few 
things going on, I had a con- 
tract set up with Manchester 
Honda, but they weren't really 
paying that much money. I asked Rinal- 
di how much they would be able to pay 
me and it kept going up and up. So then 
I finally went over there and rode the 


bikes, and they got to see me ride and I . 


guess I was what they needed. 

How has Rinaldi been to you? 

He is super nice. He helps me out with 
anything and everything. They are the 
best people I have ever worked with. He 
is real pumped with me right now 
because I just recently won both Belgian 


supercross races in Ghent and Brussels. 


Mike Craig, Stefan Everts and all those 
guys were there. He's never had any- 
body do well in supercross before, so he 
was real happy with that. 

How is the team set up? 

Tallon Vohland will be my teammate 
and wé get along real well, I like him a 
lot. The team is great. It is the most pro- 
fessional team I have ever seen, really. 
They have everything and they are so 
organized. It really seems great. 

Have they taken you around to any of 
the GP tracks over there yet? 

Yeah, they have taken me to a few of the

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tracks and they’re pretty good; they’re 
real fast and I like the outdoor tracks 
better than supercross anyway. I think 
I'm really going to like the tracks over 
there. 

You've had a real up-and-down career 
here in the United States, racing for 
and being let go from Team Peak and 
Honda of Troy, yet you have always 
came back swinging. Do you see this 
Chesterfield Yamaha ride as redemp- 
tion for all of your tenacity? 

Yes. I guess things have been tough here 
at times, but this is probably the best 
ride I've ever had. Riding for the factory 
is going to be real good for me. 

I'm aware that you probably haven't 
really raced much against those guys, 
but who do you see as your competi- 
tion on the FIM 250cc GP circuit? 

I know those guys a little bit. (Sebastien) 
Tortelli will be the fastest one I think, 
and Everts will be right there. 
Endurance will be the biggest thing, I 
think. Forty-five minutes is a long time 
to race. 

Will you miss the United States racing 
scene at all? 

Probably (laughter). I’m going to do the 
first four supercrosses here. I'm only 
going to be over there for three or four 
months at the most, so I'll be flying back 
and forth quite a bit. 

Are you trying to learn the Italian lan- 
guage? 

Ahh, I'm trying to. My wife, she's been 
studying it a little bit. 

Have you been to Europe at all before 
all this went down? 

I've raced a bunch of supercross events 
over there, but that's really about it. 
What have your friends and fellow rac- 
ers had to say about your new move? 
I've been talking to a lot of people about 
it. I was over there in Europe a couple of 
weeks ago, and everybody was there, 
and they all knew I was going to be rid- 
















































ing for Rinaldi, and they all said it was 
good. I guess it really wouldn't be good 
unless I was going for this team, because 
I think it’s the best team over there. I’m 
sure there are other teams that are great 
to be a part of over there, but I think the 
team I’m on is the best one. 
If things go well, would you like to 
finish your career off in Europe? 
Yeah, I would, but I would also like to 
come back to America if I have a good 
ride and was able to make a little bit 
more money. I’d like to stay here and 
race, but if I can do well over there and 
make some money, it’s going to be 
much better for me. 
Will Team Yamaha USA help you out 
at the first four supercross events over 
here? 
I think they are going to help me. I’ve 
been talking to them about it, but they 
really don’t know as of yet. Team Chap- 
arral said they might help me out as 
well. ГЇЇ find out today, or tomorrow 
about my situation in supercross. 
At one point in time you actually left 
motocross and did a stint in sportsman- 
level stock car racing, didn’t you? 
I raced late-model dirt track stock cars. 
It was the best class you could do in the 
dirt. I did good at it. I probably raced 15 
or 16 times, and I was always qualifying 
second or third; I was really going pret- 
ty good in it. The circuit went through 
Tennessee and Kentucky and Georgia 
and places like that. I was pretty serious. 
I was able to run with the best guys in 
the class, but it was just so expensive 
because I didn’t have a sponsor and it 
was just my dad and I paying for it - 
mainly my dad. It was so expensive! At 
the end of '93, I just missed the motorcy- 
cles and wanted to get back into racing 
motocross. 

Do you follow Winston Cup or Busch 

Grand National NASCAR racing? 

Yeah, I do. I really like NASCAR and 

Dale Earnhardt (laughter). I live just five 

miles away from Bristol International 

Speedway, and I go there every year. I 

really keep up with the sport. 

What's in your future? Go over to 

Europe and see what develops? 

Yeah, I'm just going to go over there 

and give it everything l've got and see 

how I do. Hopefully, ГЇЇ do really good. 

I want to go win right away, but for the 

first year it will be great for me to finish 

in the top four or five overall. I'd really 

like to end up in the top three and win a 

few events. Then next year I'll come 

back and try and get a better contract 
with the same team and keep progress- 
ing. 

You did extremely well in the 1995 
125cc Nationals as a member of Honda 
of Troy. In fact, you were right there in 
the championship hunt until the bitter 
end. Were you bummed that you didn't 
end up with a factory ride after pulling 
such strong results? 

Yeah, I think I would have gotten a ride 
if I hadn't pointed out in the 125cc 
supercross class, so then I had to ride 
the 250s. People didn't really know 
what to think or where to put me. But 
yeah, I was kind of bummed nobody 
was calling or anything. Then Honda of 
Troy made me an offer before the season 
was up, so I went with them. But that 
125cc points deal in supercross is the 
reason no one hired me onto a factory 
team. 

What have been some of the brightest 
moments in your career? 

` Winning the 125cc National at Washou- 

gal and winning supercross races. I’ve 

always dreamed about winning super- 
cross races and big National races like 

Washougal. Hopefully, I can now go 

over to Europe and win GP races. єх

California Motorcyclist Safety Program

s the man more important than the 

machine? This question is impera- 

tive every time the man-machine 

pairing becomes unbeatable, as it 
was with Carl Fogarty and Ducati in the 
1994-95 World Superbike season, or more 
recently the three world titles won by 
Mick Doohan on the Honda NSR500 and 
Max Biaggi in the 250cc class with the 
Aprilia RSV. 

Fogarty was the first rider to try to 
resolve this puzzle. “I’m going to Honda 
to prove that I can make all the difference, 
even with a four-cylinder bike,” said the 
British star a year ago to explain his 
divorce from the marque which helped 
him become the most successful super- 
bike rider ever in just three seasons. 

One year of racing, however, failed to 
resolve the question. With the Honda, 
Fogarty scored four victories, more than 
any other rider who had ridden the RC45 
up to now. But it is also true that the 
Ducati, without Fogarty, still managed to 
remain unbeaten and even launched a 
new star, Troy Corser, the rider who in 
1995 ran second to Fogarty. 

What history has demonstrated, and 
what Fogarty has understood since last 
summer, is that rider skill and horsepow- 
er are not enough to dominate. In order to 
become unbeatable, you need that all- 
important mixture of determination, 
lucidity, contempt for danger and enor- 
mous belief in the bike which forms 
inside the head of a rider only if the 
atmosphere around him is perfect. 

It was this perfect climate that Fogarty 
was used to in his Ducati days, but clearly 
did not find within the Honda team. 
That's why after just 12 months away, the 
former World Champion chose to return 
home. 

“If I could go back in the past, I would 
make exactly the same decision," Fogarty 
said. "Honda offered me very good 
money and, above all, a new stimulus. 
And also from a technical point of view, I 
wasn't wrong because the RC45 is not 
that inferior to the 916." 

Who better than Fogarty, who has 
raced on the twin-cylinder Italian bike 
and the fastest four ever to grace the 
tracks of the World Superbike Champi- 
onship, to give an exact technical opinion 
of both bikes? 

"The Honda's top speed and accelera- 
tion is superior to that of the Ducati and 
even the bike itself behaves wonderfully 
well on flat circuits with a perfect track 
surface," he explained. 

So why does the RC45 have yet to win 
a world title after three years of trying? 

"The problems start to come on tracks 
with a lot of ups and downs and with 
imperfect surfaces," Fogarty said. "In 
these conditions, the Honda becomes vir- 
tually unridable. We lacked consistent 
results, that's all. When things go bad for 
Ducati, it comes third; on the other hand, 
on bad days for Honda, we lost the points 
which in the end made all the difference. 
Over the years, people have said that the 
regulations favor the Ducatis, but I don't 
think that four-cylinder bikes have that 
much disadvantage. This time we lost 
because of other factors." 

Fogarty is still convinced that he could 
have won a third successive world title. 

“Unfortunately, in the winter we had 
bad weather everywhere during testing 
and this meant that we couldn't really test 
the bike to its limits," he declared. "We 
arrived at the first round at Misano 
already behind with setup. During quali- 
fying I crashed and injured my hand but I 
gritted my teeth and picked up a sixth 
and seventh place. 

“My morale sunk to an all-time low at 




































































































Donington; on my track, the RC45 just 
refused to stay on the road, and the same 
thing, months later, happened at Brands 
Hatch, Albacete and Phillip Island. 
Despite everything, I still won four races 
in three months. That's more than 
(Aaron) Slight in three years!" 

Even on the team, which is based in 
England and thus features a mostly Eng- 
lish staff, not everything worked to per- 
fection. 

"There's a lot of pressure, and that 
doesn't help," Fogarty said. "Honda 
wants to win the World Superbike Cham- 
pionship at all costs, but not always the 
technical paths chosen are the right ones. 
The RC45 was developed for Slight, who 
has ridden it since the start in 1994, and 
for me it wasn't easy to set it up right, 
especially considering that my riding 
style is completely different to Aaron's. 
We also tested a lot in Japan in order to 
win the (Suzuka) 8-Hour and lost pre- 
cious energy there." 

During the season, Fogarty never 
admitted it, but from the outside it 
seemed that the team was working hard 
for Slight and a bit less for Fogarty, 
despite his having the number-one bike. 

"Well, I have to admit that often I felt 
myself to be a number-two rider," he 
said. "Apparently Honda never left me 
without anything, but especially at the 
beginning the engineers didn't give me 
the help I needed. At Brno, for example, 
Slight's bike was six kilometers per hour 
faster than mine. In the pits, I had a closer 
look at the engine and it seemed identical. 
Only once, at Assen, was my RC45 slight- 
ly faster and you saw the result there." 

In Holland, Fogarty won twice after 
announcing his return to Ducati, a decla- 
ration which meant the end of the line 
with Ducati for the man Virginio Ferrari 
chose to replace the World Superbike 
Champion, John Kocinski. And once 
again, Kocinski ends up as a replacement 
rider for Fogarty with his signing to the 
Castrol Honda team. 

“I have to admit that I was convinced 
that Kocinski, with the same bike and 
team as I had, would easily have won the 
championship. Then maybe he had the 
same problems as me in adapting to a 
completely new bike and team. As.a spec- 








tator, it must have been good fun to see 
that it's not true a Ducati wins irrespec- 
tive of who rides it." 

Fogarty has found fame and fortune as 
the King of Superbike. It is a shame, 
therefore, that he has never had a good 
offer to switch to the 500cc Grands Prix. 

"I did what I wanted to do and I've 
got no complaints," he said. “You need 
two or three learning season in 500s, so I 
can't really think about moving to 500s at 
the age of 30. My career will finish in 
superbikes." 

Does Fogarty think that Troy Corser 
and Anthony Gobert will find it difficult 
to adapt to 500s? 

“Corser is fast, but even he will need 
time to adapt,” he said. “I’m sure that in a 
couple of seasons he'll be one of the 
greats. Gobert, on the other hand, is only 
21 years old and is making the move too 
early. This guy falls off a superbike every 
week; with a 500 he'll probably fall off 
every day." 

In the past, Fogarty and Ducati have 
been such a strong combination that it 
goes without saying that they are 
favorites for the 1997 title. But there is no 
shortage of rivals. 

"By signing (Scott) Russell, Yamaha 
has strengthened the team, but I still 
think Slight and Honda will be my closest 
rivals. Aaron doesn't win many races, but 
he is consistent and at the flag he's 
always there ready to fight for the win." 

When he announced he was returning 
to Ducati, Fogarty said that 1997 would 
probably be his last year of racing. But 
now he's not so sure. 

"I've signed a one-year contract and 
I'll decide my future in July, probably 
after looking at the results," he said. It'll 
be difficult to give up if I win the title. 
What I’m sure of, however, is that I will 
never, ever leave Ducati again." 

The move to Ducati has once again 
aroused the enthusiasm of his British 
fans. 

^When they found out I was going 
back to Ducati, I was overwhelmed with 
faxes and phone calls," he grinned. "This 
year my T-shirt sales in the circuits have 
dropped a lot, but next year they'll be 
back to the same level as they were when 
I was at Ducati before." €x

4 

rilliant Brits Dougie Lampkin and 
"е Steve Colley absolutely white- 

washed the illustrious Spanish 

invaders Marc Colomer and Amos 
Bilbao as they stormed to an emphatic 1-2 
in the final of the Pace Micro Technology- 
sponsored Sheffield ‘97 Indoor Trial in the 
Sheffield Arena. 

With a sellout crowd of 9,000 scream- 
ing for a home win, both Colley and 
Lampkin rose to the occasion as Bilbao, 
following an exciting run in his heat, total- 
ly gave up the struggle while Indoor (and 
outdoor) World Champion Colomer sim- 
ply couldn’t match the dominant home 
riders in the four-man final. The result 
was very much deja vu, as just as in last 
year’s final, Lampkin eventually tri- 
umphed over Colley and Colomer. 

The original eight-man lineup for this, 
the second round of the new World 
Indoor Trials Championship, included 
Colomer, Lampkin, Colley, Bilbao, 
Frenchman Bruno Camozzi, Finn Tommi 
Ahvala, young Spaniard Gabriel Reyes 
and third Brit Graham Jarvis. But then 
Camozzi rang the organizers to say he 
was at home in deep snow and couldn't 
make it. 

Into the breach stepped 17-year-old 
Martin Crosswaite, son of joint-promoter

Lampkin’s four 
and thus settling 
for second. 





Neil Crosswaite, and the anxious young- 
ster certainly didn’t disappoint as he 
attacked his very first indoor event. In it 
was a baptism of fire for the young 'cross- 
er as he was pitched straight in at the deep 
end to face the blast of airhorns and a wall 
of cheering from a crowd determined to 
make the most of the night, whatever it 
had in store. Facing the young Crosswaite 
were six individual sections (to be com- 
pleted in a seven-minute time allowance) 
followed by the intimidating high jump 
before engaging in a final two "races" 
with the next rider on, which was fittingly 
a fellow youngster in the shape of 
Spaniard Gabriel Reyes. 

Gas Gas-mounted Crosswaite made a 
great start, taking just a cautionary dab on 
the sub, which featured a Caterpillar trac- 
tor and several earth-moving buckets. 
And he followed this by cleaning the giant 
cable drums of the second sub. The crowd 
seemed mesmerized by this performance, 
but was jolted back into life as his clean 
ride was announced and a huge cheer 
echoed through the stadium. 

The third sub stopped the youngster, 
though - but as, subsequently, only 
Ahvala and Bilbao made it through for 
less than five, this was certainly no disas- 
ter. As last year, the Eurotek-sponsored 
concrete pipes were to provide a very 
technical challenge made all the harder by 
the constant ticking of the clock. 

Also proving a stopper was the fourth 
hazard, a new one in the shape of several 
large metal arches, wide-spaced metal 
“shark’s teeth" and a vertical jump with 
the aid of a small ramp which required a 
perfect “splat” technique - back wheel 
hammering into the vertical face. 

The penultimate section featured sev- 











eral impressive stacks of railway sleepers, 
which Crosswaite conquered for a dab 
before stopping on the last sub, which 
was comprised of tree trunks and logs. 
His observed score for the six sections was 
a handy 17, which turned out to be none 
too shabby. 

Gabriel Reyes is not exactly a house- 
hold name in Britain, but the Spanish 
youngter is the reigning European Cham- 
pion, and he was competing on the first 
production version of the exciting new 
Montesa Cota 315. Relatively inexperi- 
enced at indoors, Reyes posted exactly the 
same score as Crosswaite in the sections, 
while Crosswaite had one time penalty to 
add and Reyes had a couple. 

In the high jump, Crosswaite's lack of 
experience showed as he wiped off all the 
marker poles while Reyes scored a two. 

The opening "race" was a tame but 
technical run over stacks of wooded 
stakes, but the finale was a real stunner. A 
huge man-made double could be either 
ridden conventionally or jumped, and to 
his eternal credit, Crosswaite had the 
crowd jump to its feet as he went for it, 
soared through the air and landed perfect- 
ly to win the race over a stunned Reyes. 

“I just loved that, it was brilliant," 
Crosswaite said. “I was on a high all the 
time - to be honest, you get in a world of 
your own, and I was hardly aware of the 
noise when I was in the sections, but 
when you stop concentrating, it just hits 
you." 

The next pairing out pitted Jarvis on 
the latest Scorpa against Gas Gas-mount- 
ed Spanish favorite Bilbao. Jarvis, in a 
complete review of last year's fortunes, 
started out promisingly with two opening 
cleans, but fives in the four sections saw, 
Yorkshire’s adopted Kent native take an 
early bath and the British number two 
was desperately disappointed not to make 
it to the final. 

"] don't know what to say really,” 
Jarvis said. “I just didn't get into the 
groove. That was awful, and I know it." 

Bilbao was up for it, though, and he 
staked his place in the final with an 
observed score of 10, which included just 
one maximum on the metal arches. And 
the little Spaniard soared over the high 
jump, clearing it by feet rather than inches 
as the confidence-lacking Jarvis sadly 
plowed right through the section in a low 
arc. 

From here on in, though, it was all 
about, to happen with the expected thrills 
and spills coming from an unexpected 
quarter - amazingly. I was the eventual 
first and second British pairing of Lamp- 
kin and Colley who provided the heart-in- 
mouth action. 

Colley was the first of the duo into the 
ring, and his riding partner was to be 1992 
World Champ Tommi Ahvala who was 
mounted on a self-modified works Fantic 
that featured a fuel tank under the seat. 

To cut Ahvala's misery to a minimum, 
the tall Finn was well off form, cleaning 
just the opening sub before fiving four of 
the five remaining sections. Yet he did 
ease over the concrete pipes with just a 
single dab, which was actually the best 
effort in the qualifiers. 

But this wasn't going to save Ahvala 
from a drubbing at the hands of indoor 
master Colley, though, as the super Brit 
blasted on to center stage in a welter of 
crowd-pleasing wheelies and stoppies. 

Colley breezed his Gas Gas through 
the opening hazards before arriving at the 
concrete pipes, where he had such a spec- 
tacular crash last year. Unbelievably, he 
made it an action replay after blasting up 
the opening climb too quickly before 
nosediving over the handlebars onto the 
floor in a mess of arms and legs. As he 
sorted his battered bike out, Colley said 














wryly, “You'd think I would have learned 


though.” . 

Not even this mega-crash was going to 
put him off his stride, though, as he just 
destroyed the following two hazards 
before indulging in a dab over the trees to 
finish his lap on a lowly score of six. Col- 
ley then flew over the high jump - taking 
time to turn and grin at the crowd before 
simply destroying Ahvala in the races. Six 
was the score to beat. No one else came 
close in the qualifiers. 

Last year’s winner and local hero, 
Dougie Lampkin, was the penultimate 
competitor, and he too started with a con- 
fident opening clean over the Cat. He 
cleaned the second one, too, but as he 
leaped off the massive cable drums down, 
his Beta’s experimental rear wheel just 
exploded - the spokes ripped right out of 
the experimental lightweight hub which 
spun and thrashed wildly inside the rim - 
and Lampkin was pitched to the floor. 
Like Colley, he too was down but not out, 
and as Lampkin took five minutes out - as 
per the rules - helpers quickly threw a 
new wheel on his Techno. 

Lampkin quickly regained his confi- 
dence to blast to a clean over the metal 
arches before the sleepers surprisingly 
brought him to a halt. But again he recov- 
ered to dab the sub and finish the six sec- 
tions with a score of 11. 

The last man to show was World 
Champ Colomer and his factory Montesa. 
To be honest, with seven riders now hav- 
ing tested the course, Colomer was 
expected to take the sections apart. But 
there were surprises in store as neither 
Colomer nor his bike seemed in top form. 
A lackluster five on the pipes was fol- 
lowed by a disaster on the metal arches 
where his Montesa just didn’t seem to 
have the urge to crest the summit. 

Colomer brilliantly jumped the bike 
backwards off the section several times - 
feet-up - for another attack, but he eventu- 
ally had to admit defeat and take another 
five. 

Both Lampkin and Colomer cleared 
the high jump with execellent technique, 
and the races really got the crowd going 
with the result being one win for each 
rider. But it was Lampkin’s overjump on 
the final spectacular double that left 
everyone gasping as - by his own admis- 
sion - a too-fast attack saw him ride 
straight into the safety barrier where he 
immediately stepped off, stunned, and 
limped away to check for damage. 

So the stage was set for the final, with 
Spaniards Bilbao and Colomer qualified

third and fourth on scores of 13 and 19, 
respectively. Both had been upstaged by 
the Brits with Lampkin on 11 and Colley 
with that unbelievable lap of six. 

Quite frankly, the Spaniards appeared 
beaten before the start of the final action 
as both performed well below par. The 
format saw contestants complete one sec- 
tion before moving on to the next. That 
either Lampkin or Colley was going to 
win was never in doubt. The only ques- 
tion was which one would as the Spanish 
challengers just rolled over and died. 

In the end, Lampkin just stepped it up 
a notch beyond his form in the qualifier. 
Five quite superb cleans, a two on the 
pipes and a time fault while mastering the 
sleepers saw him reach the end of his six 
subs on three marks. Unlike in the heats, 
Colley contracted “dabitis” and seven in 
the sections, plus a time fault saw him 
approach the races on nine. 

Colomer and Bilbao were consigned to 
a distant third and fourth before the Brits 
faced up to each other in the final runoffs, 
and it almost turned sour as Colley 
stormed away over the wooden stakes, 
flipped around for the home run and saw 
Lampkin just riding slowly and deliber- 
ately, concentrating on not losing a mark. 
Lampkin knew that as long as he did 
nothing silly, the event was in the bag - 
but this wasn’t what the crowd had 
shelled out its cash for, and the fans were 
clearly not happy. 

Lampkin quickly got the gist - with just 
a little prompting from his father Martin, 
and the final Lampkin vs. Colley race

alone was worth the price of admission. 
Both flew down the start ramp, turned on 
a sixpence and had the crowd going 
bananas as they soared through the air 
over the double - absolutely side by side 
and mere inches apart - to the landing. 
Lampkin was first, but by fractions of a 
second. And, in a spur-of-the-moment 
thing, the boys gave an action replay that 
saw them even closer together as they 
zoomed in to land. 

It was a spectacular end to a spectacu- 
lar show withthe icing on the cake being 
the win that put Lampkin on top of archri- 
val Colomer in the championship. And 
Super Showman Colley can't even get a 
guaranteed ride in the series. N

Briefly... 


Sheffield *97 marked the second year that 
Avondale Management Ltd - aka Martin 
Lampkin and Neil Crosswaite - have pro- 
moted an indoor trial at the Sheffield Arena. 
And, true to their promises, it really was a big- 
ger, brighter and better show than the one 
before. “I'm well satisfied that we did a more 
professional job this year," Crosswaite said. "I 
thought that last year was good, but there were 
areas where a bit of professional help was 
needed. We have addressed that, and | think 
that the only problem we have now is how to 
top next year.” 


Tommi Ahvala was пої mounted on the new 
1997 aluminum-framed Fantic.as expected at 
Sheffield. Instead. the Fantic works pilot arrived 
with a significantly modified 1996 model 
Section. The Finn's mount sported.à fuel cell 
in thé normal air cleaner space while the air 
cleaner had been moved up under the tank. A 
vacuum-operated fuel pump keeps the carb 
float chamber supplied from the tank. The idea 
is, of course, to lower the center of gavity in 
order to increase stability. Ahvala carried out 
the work. himself over the Christmas holiday 
while in Finland. "It is something ! have wanted 
to try for a long time, and Fantic said | could try 
it." Ahvala said. “It definitely makes the bike 
more stable when balancing, and-there is not 
the surge of fuel you go with a high-mounted 
tank." Whether the mod is adopted by the fac- 
tory for future production remains to be seen, 
but the idea is not new. The French-built JCMs 
featured an under-seat fuel tank in the mid 








1980s; in the 1970s, English engineer Steve 


Wilson built a .Bultaco with a similar feature, 
which was known as Wilson's Tanker. No doübt 
Ahvala's will Бе referred to as Tommi's Tanker! 


Gabriel Reyes, the 20-year-old European Tri- 
als Champion, gave the first production version 
of the new Montesa 315 its debut at 
Sheffield. Virtually identical to the prototypes 
ridden by Reyes and Colomer, the main give- 
away on the production bike is the much-larger 
fuel tank, which sits between the alloy frame 
rails - the rival Beta Techno utilizes the- frame 
rails for storing the fuel mix. 


Amos Bilbao wasn't happy with. the. perfor- 
mance of the Gas Gas he borrowed for the 
Sheffield Indoor and blamed it for his poor perfor- 
mance. It looks like Bilbao will again be Gas Gas- 
mounted this year after contemplating a change. 


Graham Jarvis didn't know what to blame for 
thé poor showing which saw the Scorpa works 
rider trail in last behind indoor debutant Martin 
Crosswaite. Jarvis is looking for a. quick 
return to form as he is guaranteed rides in the 
Indoor Championship meetings. 


Steve Colley meanwhile, arguably the best 
indoor rider іп the world, can't even get guaran- 
teed rides in the Indoor Championship because 
of his lowly outdoor World Championship 11th 
placing. That's a bit like if Jererny McGrath 
wasn't offered Supercross rides because he 
didn't qualify in an outdoor National.

Kelly Quinn took the 125cc Novice overall win 
at round four of the AW/MSR Octoberfest Fall 
Series. 

Dustin Rabe grabbed the first-moto holeshot 
with Nick McBride, Mark Verhougstraete, Chris 
Dias and Quinn following. Within the first two 
turns, Rabe got his front wheel cross-rutted and 
went down, taking McBride and Dias with him. 

Verhougstraete went around the outside of 
the pileup and took the lead. Following him 
were Jesse Dawson, Tim Victorino, Quinn and 
Mike Newnham. Dawson passed Ver- 
hougstraete and Victorino went down, letting 
Quinn and Newnham by. Dias remounted and 
passed no fewer than four riders to take over 
fifth.

“For every action there is a reac- 
tion,” and in Los Angeles this 
recent weekend, the aforementioned 
heorem was applied to the sport of 
supercross. 
As the numerous journalists, indus- 
members, riders, team personnel and 
angers-on milled about the fortress- 
like Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum 
pits Friday afternon, their gossip-fueled 
onversations focused on Jeremy 
IMcGrath and the stunning impact his 
ew race operation has recently made 
on the sport. 

As fate would have it, the 18-wheel- 
rs of Team Suzuki, Team Honda and 
eam Honda of Troy - which also 
[played no small part in the recent drama 
were all situated next to each other in 
he Coliseum pits. These logistics alone 
[provided a perfect backdrop and refer- 
ence point for additional insider specu- 
ation, rumor mongering and conjecture. 
ruth be told, on the race track, in the 
[pits and within the fluorescent-lit con- 
tines of the big rigs, a full-on soap opera 
as being staged at the Coliseum. 

Under the expansive red and black 
awning of Team Honda's gleaming new 
truck, sat one motorcycle adorned with 
the number four - Steve Lamson's facto- 
гу-ргерагеа CR250. Surrounding it were 
а number of Honda race personnel, 
including Cliff White, Jeff Stanton, Mike 

oesseler and Wess McCoy. While the 
atmosphere shrouding the team seemed 
omber and hushed, all appeared death- 
y serious in regard to the task at hand: 
making an assault on the Machiavellian 
antagonists (Team Suzuki) whom they 
felt swiped their golden goose - Jeremy 
McGrath. 
Meanwhile, just a short walk away, 
Team Suzuki - and its new satellite out- 
fit, Team McGrath - worked away in a 
quiet, reserved confidence for the on- 
track test they were about to face. 
Sandwiched between the two was 
the Honda of Troy operation. They too 
were feeling the heat of McGrath's Dec- 
laration of Independence. A rumor - that 
was later confirmed - had raced through 
the pits that Team HoT overlord Phil 
Alderton had taken receipt of a letter 
that afternoon stating that the Dayton, 
Ohio-based team was immediately 
being cut off from Honda factory sup- 
port. It seems that a few higher-ups at 
American Honda - no doubt stinging 
from the huge public-relations black eye 
they had just been delivered - had acted

out of emotion and gone after Alder- 
ton's prolific support team. 

For the record, Alderton became a 
charter member of Team McGrath by 
supplying start-up capital through his 
Suzuki of Troy business. Suzuki of Troy 
signage now graced McGrath’s RM250 
and American Honda was not happy 
about it. As a result of the letter, there 
were feelings of deep concern, conster- 
nation and bewilderment in the HoT 
transporter. 

Then came the various marketing 
and publicity theories from within the 
industry and journalistic tribes. 

“This is a lose-lose proposition for 
Suzuki,” one journalist claimed. “If 
McGrath wins, it’s because of him and 
not the bike; if he loses, it’s due to the 
RM, not McGrath. They made a big mis- 
take in sonn him.” 

“Heads will roll at Honda because of 
this,” an aftermarket industry represen- 
tative stated. “Someone at Honda made 
a big mistake and now the entire com- 
pany is going to suffer for it. This is the 
end of an era for them.” 

“Lamson and (Scott) Sheak are going 
to stay in the 125cc class in the Nationals 
and Honda is not going to have a pres- 
ence in the 250cc class in '97, “a media 
representative pointed out. “Hell, how 
are they going to promote the new 
CR250?” 

Saturday morning dawned cool and 
cloudy, but as far as the great 
Honda/Suzuki struggle was con- 
cerned, things just became more 
intense - and complex. As the paddock 
and stadium field filled sens шге 
enthusiasts, the drama, intrigue an 
excitement about the approaching 
evening’s race took on epic propor- 
tions. It was all anybody would talk 
about. Would McGrath win? Would 
Lamson, who was now the Big Red 
Machine’s number-one man, pull a Jeff 
Stanton and pull Honda out of the PR 
fire? (In 1989, Stanton assumed the role 
of team leader after Rick Johnson was 
injured at the Gainesville National. 
Stanton went on to win the ‘89 AMA 
2500cc Supercross Championship.) 

Did Roger DeCoster and his Suzuki 
team - which had still to win a super- 
cross during the five-time World Cham- 
pion’s managerial tenure - have the 
capability and wherewithal to keep the 
number-one plate on McGrath's motor- 
cycle? Could Team Honda of Troy rid- 
ers Mike Craig, Ward - just out of 
the hospital and ready to race - and bat- 


and Skip Van Leeuwen, all mounted 
on Hondas. Butch Corder won the 
250cc class on a Triumph, while Jack 
O’Brien and Mert Lawwill finished 
second and third, respectively, on 
Harleys...Bobby Ferro won the Desert 
Challengers MC Hare Scrambles in Vic- 
torville, California, on a Triumph. Dick 
Vick took second place and Howard

Dave Grant, manager of 250cc World 
Champion Stefan Everts, and Team 
Honda's Cliff White pulled me aside and 
informed me that Everts was confirmed 
to ride the opening round of the 1997 
AMA 250cc National Championship 
series in Gainesville, Florida. It seems 
that Honda had a factory-fabricated 
CR250 on its hands and who better to 
ride it than one of, if not the fastest, nat- 
ural-terrain racers in the world? 

"Wonder how McGrath and Suzuki 
feel about that," a fellow journalist said. 

As the magic hour approached, some- 

how, some way, the evening's festivities 
were shaping up to be a good ol’ Satur- 
day night grudge match between Honda 
and Suzuki. Sag, анд pride, ill will, bad 
feeling, bruised egos, publicity and a 
fast-spinning rumor mill can do that. 
_ The heat race between McGrath and 
former teammate - and friend - Lamson 
turned into an emotional and physical 
dogfight. Once the gate dro and 
the field sorted itself out, Места 
found his way into the lead and the 
crowd went bonkers. 

Down on the field, McGrath’s sup- 

orters - including DeCoster, Wyatt 

als and Jeff Surwall - jumped йр and 
down with joy. The emperor - with his 
new clothes - was back out front and fly- 
ing.

As Albertyn crossed the finish line, 
he was immediately surrounded by an 
emotional and elated DeCoster (long 
Albertyn’s most ardent supporter), his 
steadfast mechanic, Ian, and a throng of 
journalists. The win was justly 
deserved and everyone in the vicinity 
was quite happy for the rider who has 
shown an incredible amount of heart 
and tenacity in his American quest. 

A few moments later, McGrath, his 
goggles long gone and his eyes stung 
with sweat, idled by the calamity with- 
out even looking over. The evening had 
not gone the way he had hoped. The 
same can be said for Lamson.
